FBI cracks $100,000 industrial espionage scheme 


New York man arrested in attempt to sell stolen corporate documents to Elk Grove Village firm

An Industrial espionage scheme to sell 


stolen corporate documents valued at 
more than $100,000 to a Northwest subur- 
ban firm has been broken up by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents. 


FBI agents said the attempted plan 


was ended when a New York man was 
arrested Monday night at O'Harc Inter- 
national Tower Hotel. 


The scheme was thwarted when offi- 


cials of Advance Systems Inc., 1601 
Tonne Blvd., Elk Grove Village, tipped 
FBI agents that Louis Thomas Ricclardi 
was trying to sell secret product devel- 
opment plans stolen from a Schiller Park 
company. 


Ricclardi, 31, was charged with inter- 


state transportation of stolen property. 
He was still being held by federal author- 


ities Tuesday night. His bond has been 
set at $15,000. 


CORPORATE OFFICIALS from both 


Advance Systems and Deltak, 9950 W. 
Lawrence Ave., Schiller Park, were hesi- 
tant to comment on the case which be- 
gan to develop early Monday when Rlc- 
ciardi stepped off an airplane from New 
York. 


A former salesman with Deltak, Rlc- 


ciardi called Advance Systems, one of 
the nation's largest manufacturers of 
video-tape recording devices. He offered 
to sell the company lists of prospective 
clients and highly confidential reports on 
the development of new products. 


Deltak also is involved in the produc- 


tion of vldo-tape equipment. 


"He was apparently Into it only for the 


money," one government investigator 
said. 


A spokesman for Advance Systems 


said his company contacted Deltak im- 
mediately after Ricclardi made his first 
call to its offices. 


THE FBI WAS CALLED into the case 


and began tracing Ricciardi's move- 
ments during the day.

Franklin Boulevard Community Hospi-

The Illinois Dcpt. of Public Health ap- 


proved tho engineering and architectural 
plans for tho $11.3 million branch. Ear- 
lier In the year, preliminary plans for the 
project were approved by the agency. 


Michael Goidasich, an architect for the 


state, said the plans were "approved 
with comments." Along with tho approv- 
al, ho said, the state made a number of 
suggestions (or improving tho facility. 


Groundbreaking Is expected by late 


November. 


Tho comments made by the state are 


usually just recommendations, Goidasich 
said, and whether they arc followed is up 
to the discretion of the builder. He said 
all the recommendations concerned "mi- 
nor points." 


APPROVAL OF THE branch comes 


just days before a new state law goes 
Into effect requiring hospital backers to 
resubmit their plans and demonstrate a 
need for any new health-care facilities.

5 yrs. probation

Two Wheeling teen-agers Tuesday 


were sentenced to five years probation 
and three years in a work-release pro- 
gram after pleading guilty to charges 
they fircbombod Wheeling High School 
June 8. 


Erwln J. Kopccky, 18, of 912 Wllshirc 


Dr., and James Scrowka, 18, of 287 E. 
Norman Ln., also were ordered to pay an 
undetermined sum of money to High 
School Dist. 214 for damages to the 
school's library. Estimates of damage 
range from $330,000 to $500,000. Circuit 
Court Judge Harold W. Sullivan presided 
over tho case. 


Under tho terms of the plea-bargaining 


agreement between assistant state's at- 
torneys and defense lawyers, Kopecky 
and Scrowka will continue with their nor- 
mal dally routines for the next two 
years, but will have to surrender them- 
selves nightly at the House of Correc- 
tions in Chicago. 


THE YOUTHS ARE free on $10,000 


bond to take care of personal business 
before their sentence takes effect. They 
are scheduled to begin serving their sen- 
tences Oct. 3 when they will be taken 
from their next Skokic court appearance 
for their first night in jail. 


Sullivan said he will work out the final 


details of the sentence which will allow 
Kopecky to continue to attend Wheeling 
High School, where he is a senior, and 
Serowko, a 1973 graduate of Wheeling 
High School, to work full-time. 


The courtroom was quiet, and the de- 


fendants and their parents solemn, as the 
evidence against the two youths was pre- 
sented. The youths were charged with 
throwing bricks and Molotov cocktails 
through the library windows, touching 
off the lire. Witnesses at a party across 
the street from the school Identified Ko- 
pecky and Serowka as the persons re- 
sponsible. 


After the evidence was given, Sullivan 


turned to the two teen-agers and asked 
them Individually, "Is that (the evi- 
dence) substantially correct?" Both teen- 
agers replied, "Yes." 


Sullivan made sure the teen-agers un- 


derstood the ramifications of pleading 
guilty to arson, a felony which carries a 
maximum one to 20 years sentence and 
$10,000 fine. "You did one rather irration- 
al act here," Sullivan said. "If you do 
something similar In the future I would 
then revoke the probation."

SULLIVAN CONCURRED with the 


bargain agreement because he said he 
wanted the two teen-agers to resume a 
relatively normal life despite the blemish 
on their record. "It's Important to my 
way of thinking that Mr. Kopecky finish 
school and Mr. Scrowka continue work- 
Ing," he said.

He added, "The boys are not 
criminals."

graphic arts and was a former employe 
of the Chicago Daily News advertising 
department. 


At a meeting Monday night, Buffalo 


Grove Village Pres. Gary Armstrong eu- 
logized Pontius, saying, "He was one of 
the few, unique politicians who devoted 
himself 100 per cent to the citizens he 
represented with no thought of pushing 
his own name or reputation." 


Pontius, a Deerfield resident, is sur- 


vived by his wife, Mary, and a daughter, 
Patricia Ann.

Senate OKs health manpower bill 


The Senate yesterday overwhelmingly approved a health 


manpower bill requiring medical and dental schools to desig- 
nate 25 per cent of their students for future service in medi- 
cally undcrscrvcd areas. In voting the bill, the senate repu- 
diated attempts by Sen. Edward Kennedy to work towards a 
doctor draft and federal licensing standards for doctors and 
dentists. The bill would provide federal aid to medical schools 
agreeing to allocate 25 per cent of their classroom spaces for 
students volunteering to serve in big city slums. 


$82.5 billion defense bill to White House 


The Senate, assured that cuts made In the Pentagon budget 


would not imperil the nation's security, approved and sent to 
the White House Tuesday an $82.5 billion defense appropria- 
tions bill. The compromise bill, worked out by Senate and 
House conferees, was approved by voice vote. The House 
approved the legislation Monday.

but in good health, in a motel room Tuesday and three hours 
later police arrested a 26-year-old man they said would be 
charged with kidnaping her. The suspect'is Frank J. Wiech- 
man of Cincinnati, who police said Is on parole from three 
armed robbery charges in Florida. 


Promise equal treatment for draft evaders 


With only eight draft evaders applying for amnesty thus 


far, the Justice Department disclosed Tuesday it is making 
extensive preparations to be sure all get equal treatment. 
Guidelines, standard agreement forms and other instructions 
ore being sent to the 94 U.S. attorneys across the country who 
arc to handle the individual evaders' cases, an official said. 


Simon's direction of FEO hit 


Rep. John Dlngcll, D-Mlch. contended yesterday that .under 


Treasury Secretary William Simon's direction the Federal 
Energy Office had a "pronounced pro-Industry bias" that 
"ripped off" consumers for $38 billion. Dlngell opened a 
three-day hearing on price rules of the FEO and its succes- 
sor, the Federal Energy Administration, and into allegations 
of conflicts of Interest by FEA employes. 


Consumer protection bill backers give up 
After four futile attempts to crack a filibuster, supporters 


of legislation to create a consumer protection agency gave up 
Tuesday. The primary sponsors of the bill notified Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield they were unable to 
round up the votes needed to end the filibuster. Mansfield 
promptly shelved the legislation for the remainder of the ses- 
sion. 


Sirica orders tape transcripts hearing 


In Washington yesterday U.S. District Judge John Sirica, 


apparently bowing to defense demands, ordered a hearing on 
the accuracy of transcripts made from White House tapes by 
the prosecution for use at the Watergate coverup trial. At a 
hearing on Monday, Sirica will decide whether the transcripts 
can be used at the trial at all. The coverup trial is due to 
begin Oct. 1.

Israeli planes attack Arab guerrillas 


Israel said Its warplanes attacked Arab guerrilla concentra- 


tions in Lebanon Tuesday on the nation's first anniversary of 
the Yom Klppur war and vowed never again to be caught by 
a surprise Arab attack. A military spokesman said the air 
strike could be considered "pre-emptive" to prevent a guer- 
rilla attack on Yom Klppur Thursday. 


Ration water in Hong Kong 


The severest drought In eight years forced Hong Kong au- 


thorities yesterday to begin rationing water for its 4 million 
population. The British Crown Colony's government ordered 
all nonlndustrlal fresh water cut off between 10 p.m. and 6 
'a.m. dally In the first phase of rationing. Since 1842, when the 
colony was founded by the British, fresh water has been a 
problem.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sharp In- 


creases in the prices of poultry, eggs and 
some fruits and vegetables helped raise 
the cost of a typical market basket of 
U.S. farm products by $25 in August to a 
record annual rate of $1,751, an Agricul- 
ture Department report showed Tuesday. 


The previous record annual price for 


the market basket was $1,747 set in 
March of this year, but retail costs had 
declined in three of the past four months. 
The August increase was the highest 
monthly jump in the market basket costs 
since February, when a $52 Increase was 
reported.

Tie low oil 
price to cut 
in food cost

The Emir of Abu Dhabi, ruler of a ma- 


jor oil-exporting country, said Tuesday 
Arab producers would be willing to cut 
oil prices if western nations reduce thd 
prices of foodstuffs and manufactured 
products. 


The statement, the most concrete reac- 


tion so far to President Ford's effort to 
talk oil prices down, was made by Sheikh 
Zayed ben Sultan, elected ruler of the 


' United Arab Emirates and the heredi- 


tary emir of oil-rich Abu Dhabi. 


Arab radio stations quoted Zayed as 


telling a meeting of foreign ambassadors 
in Abu Dhabi, "We would be prepared to 
reduce oil prices if industrialized coun- 
tries did likewise and cut the prices of 
the foodstuffs and goods they export to 
us." 


"It would be unjust to discuss ways of 


reducing oil prices while the cost of oth- 
er commodities remained as they were." 


He said oil prices were the only prices 


that had remained stable for the past 20 
years. 


"Now industrial countries attempt to 


exploit the situation simply because oil- 
producing nations have asked for their 
rights," he said. 


Zayed said a new phase In relations 


• between producers and consumers should 


begin, and "this phase should be based 
on justice and equality." 


Other oil-producing countries reacted 


with surprise, concern and indignation to 
President Ford's speech in Detroit on 
Monday. 


A spokesman for the 20-nation Arab 


League said, "If the United States wants 
cooperation with the Arabs, one would 
expect different words from Ford and 
Kissinger." 


The spokesman said Arab foreign min- 


isters attending the U. N. General As- 
sembly session in New York will meet 
this week to discuss the implications. 
The meeting was expected Wednesday. 


• 
Arab leaders also were expected to dis- 


cuss the issue at their summit confer- 
ence Oct. 6 in the Moroccan capital of 
Rabat. 


Rocky answers 
more questions 
on nomination 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Vice presiden- 


tial nominee Nelson Rockefeller, under- 
going a second day of questioning on his 
nomination before the Senate Rules com- 
mittee, said former President Richard 
Nixon's acceptance of a pardon was the 
same as admission of guilt in the Water- 
gate scandal. 


Rockefeller also said his vast wealth 


and big business connections could poten- 
tially influence his actions In the nation's 
second highest office, but that would 
"violate the law." 


On other subjects Rockefeller rejected 


the idea that the nation's oil companies 
had acted to withhold oil supplies to 
drive up prices. He said the nation would 
have been faced with a "disaster" during 
the energy crisis if it had not been for 
the efforts of U.S. oil firms.

The farmer's share of the market bas- 


ket increased 3.1 per cent to $729 in Au- 
gust, compared with $707 in July, but it 
was down 5.8 per cent from $774 last 
January. The August farm value of the 
food items also was 15 per cent lower 
than the farmer's share one year ago, al- 


though the middleman's share has In- 
creased 28.3 per cent since August 1973. 


The difference between what a farmer 


receives for his products and the price 
which the consumer pays widened by .3 
per cent in August, increasing to $1,022 
compared with $1,019 in July. The farm- 
retail spread for the market basket food 
was $906 last January and $790 in August 
1973. 


Adding to the gloomy prospects, a pre- 


mature, crop-killing freeze, striking in 
the aftermath of a stunting summer 
drought, damaged com, soybean and 
vegetable crops across a broad belt of 


the Midwest this week and threatened to 
boost prices of food at the grocery count- 
er even more. 


Agriculture leaders, agronomists and 


farmers said the result would be a fur- 
ther slash in farm income and a likely 
hike in meat prices. 


In Detroit, Sarkis Soultanian, executive 


vice president of the National Utilities 
Service, said Tuesday that rates of the 
nation's 50 largest utilities rose an aver- 
age 55.4 per cent during the first half of 
1974. He labeled the soaring costs 
"alarming" and called for an even break 
for consumers.

Promises bigger program to come 
Ford wants cooperation against crime 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford, declaring crime one of the nation's 
most pressing 
problems, 
announced 


Tuesday creation of a federal-state pro- 
gram to keep track of professional crimi- 
nals and speed their prosecution. 


",We take the criminal out of circula- 


tion," the President said to enthusiastic 
Applause in a speech to the International 
' Association of Chiefs of Police. 


"We must make crime hazardous and 


very costly. We must ensure that swift 
and prolonged imprisonment will inevita- 
bly follow each and every offense. Only 
then will we deter others from pursuing 
careers of crime." 


Ford acknowledged that "the federal 


role is essentially supportive and the so- 
lution depends upon state and local ef- 
forts." But he announced: 
"... I have directed the Department 


of Justice to undertake, in cooperation 
with the state and local governments, a 
Career Criminal Impact Program. It will 
target and keep track of professional 
criminals." 


Ford said the program would "assign 


priority to cases of habitual criminals 
and expedite the process by which they 
arc brought to justice." 


There also is need for greater citizens' 


cooperation, "particularly as ready and 
willing witnesses," Ford said. 


"The point in dispute," the President 


said, "is precisely how crime can be re- 
duced. I have some proposals which I 
will spell out later both to the nation and 
to the Congress." 


"All this cannot be done by police in 


isolation," Ford said. "Effective anti- 
crime management requires the close co- 
operation of police, prosecutors, courts 
and corrections... 


"But to reduce the crime rate we need 


the cooperation of one other party — 
namely the public. Crime statistics, 
shocking as they are, often show us only 
the top of the iceberg. Too much crime 
goes unreported. A lot of witnesses never 
show up, especially after the fourth or 
fifth continuance." 


The approximately 1,800 police chiefs 


and their representatives, and others in 
an audience estimated at around 4,000 at 
the Washington Hilton Hotel, gave Ford 
a standing ovation before and after his 
speech and interrupted him seven times 
with applause. 


House votes ovenvhelmingly 
to end Turkey military aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House 


Tuesday voted overwhelmingly to cut off 
military aid to Turkey while It keeps 
heavy military forces in Cyprus, but re- 
fused to approve a similar ban on arms 
for Greece. 


The ban was included as an amend- 


ment to an otherwise routine bill — ap- 
proved 374 to 26 — to continue funding of 
government agencies which have not yet 
received their 1975 appropriations. 


In another roll call vote, the House re- 


fused 291 to 108 to bar the Central In- 
elligence Agency from using its funds to 
foment overthrow of foreign govern- 
ments. 


The move to cut Turkey off the mili- 


tary aid rolls was approved 307 to 90 de- 
spite warnings from Democratic as well 
as Republican leaders that it would en- 
danger Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer's efforts to get a settlement be- 
tween Greece and Turkey. 


The provision reads that military aid

to Turkey would end until "the President 
certifies to Congress that substantial 
progress toward settlement has been 
made regarding military forces in 
Cyprus." 


Meanwhile, Kissinger Tuesday person- 


ally plunged into the diplomatic effort to 
reach a peaceful solution to the Cyprus 
dilemma, meeting separately and at 
length with the foreign ministers of 
Greece, Turkey and Great Britain. 


"The object of this general effort Is to 


see if we can find common ground 
among the parties for a solution," said 
Kissinger spokesman Robert 0. Ander- 
son. 


Kissinger told reporters in New York 


he was ready to become directly in- 
volved if necessary, and scheduled a sec- 
ond meeting Sunday night with Greek 
Foreign Minister George Mavros and a 
second meeting with Turkish Foreign 
Minister Turan Gunes early Monday 
morning. 


Questioned at the end of his meeting 


with Mavros, Kissinger said he doubted 
he would stop off in Cyprus when he vis- 
its the Middle East next month, but h« 
added: "The U.S. is prepared to do what 
is useful, Including, if necessary, my di- 
rect involvement." 


• So far, so good for Richard Nixon in 


his stay at Long Beach Memorial Hospi- 
tal. Doctors said Tuesday he began anti- 
coagulation treatments for his. phlebitis 
almost immediately after his admittance 
Monday, and has responded well. There's 
still no word on just how long he'll be 
hospitalized, but a series of special tests 
also have'been begun to track down the 
cause of the painful blood clot and vein 
inflammation condition. Nixon has re- 
ceived about 50 bouquets of flowers, and 
is "very pleased." 


• .There was some good news and 


some bad news Tuesday for Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger, banged up over the 
weekend when he fell off his bicycle af- 
ter a brush with a car. Doctors at Beth- 
esda Naval Hospital concluded he did not 
have a dislocated hip, as at first feared.

The Beverly Blood Bank Tuesday sold 


It will sponsor Wheeling's blood plan un- 
til Jan. 1 and added It is not dropping the 
village because of its failure to meet Its 
donation quota. 


Beverly officials said the Wheeling 


Community Blood Plan will be trans- 
ferred to the North Suburban Blood Cen- 
ter next year because of a boundary 
change. They said NSBC will be able to 
belter servo Wheeling because of its 
nearby location in Northbrook. 


Tho blood plan received only 460 pints 


of blood this year, far below its quota in 
the cooperative blood replacement pro- 
gram. 


James Branson, outgoing chairman of 


tho blood plan, said 64 residents donated 
blood at last weekend's drive, but that 
was not enough to bring the village up to 
Its annual quota of 700 pints. 


LAST YEAR, THE village fell about 


270 pints short of its quota, but the pro- 
gram was continued because enough 
blood was collected to cover tho needs of 
tho community. 


The annual donation requirements of 


tho NSBC program are the same as 
those of tho Beverly Blood Bonk. Under 
both programs all residents arc eligible 
for free blood replacement If 4 per cent 
of them donato a pint of blood each year. 
Tho 4 per cent figure Is estimated to be 
tho amount needed nationally to meet all 
blood-replacement needs. 


NSBC officials could not be reached for 


comment Tuesday on whether their pro- 
gram will continue to carry tho village in 
the event It docs not meet Its quota. 


Should the village fall short of its 


quota, those who have donated and mem- 
bers of their immediate families are 
guaranteed free blood replacement for as 
long as tho they need It. 


Donors must be 18 to 68 years old and 


weigh least 110'pounds. A person can do- 
nato blood every eight weeks, to a max- 
imum of five times a year.

Although the style of furniture in the 


old library no longer is made, the district 
put in a special order for the same style 
from the furniture manufacturer. 


A LARGE PORTION of the work be- 


hind the scenes to get the books ready 
was done by community volunteers."A 
lot of people cared and pitched in," said 
Mrs. Petty. "It's grimy work. The 
ladies gave a lot of their time without, 
expecting any repayment. It made up for 
a lot of the shock we had." 


Volunteers worked to help clean about 


100,000 smoke-damaged cards in the card 
catalog. 


They also tried to save the periodicals 


that were damaged .when the exhaust 
system pulled the smoke into the room 
where they were stored and left them 
blackened with soot.

$10,000 bond set

Group needs women volunteers 
LWV to 'watchdog9 area meetings 


Area women are needed to serve as 


governmental watchdogs in the observer 
program operated in six villages by the 
League of Women Voters of the Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect Area. 


The observer's job is to report to the 


local league chapter what happens at the 
various board meetings and to make 
sure that the open meeting law is not 
violated. The'observer program is part 
of a national league effort to cover gov- 
ernmental activities on all levels. 


Although the observer program Is not 


new, the league has found it difficult to 
provide continuous coverage in all six of 
Its towns. In Mount Prospect, for ex- 


ample, a league observer has just been 
assiped to the village board, which has 
been without an observer for the past 
three or four years. 


Janet Yauch, 515 N. Forest Ave., 


Mount Prospect, said she took the village 
board assignment so she could get "more 
in tune with Mount Prospect." Last year 
she observed the library board meetings 
in her town, but moved to the village 
board so that someone with less time 
could fill the less demanding library 
board observer post. 


THE PROBLEM with filling the ob- 


server posts, according to Mrs. Yauch, is 
that it is difficult to "get women out 


of the house at night." She said most 
members of the league either work or 
have small children making it difficult 
for them to get away in the evening. 


Currently, the league has observers for 


village board meetings in Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove. In addition, ob- 
servers are attending library board 
meetings in Mount Prospect and Elk 
Grove Village. 


Beverly Tyrcha, head of the local ob- 


server program, said she still has not 
found observers for any of the govern- 
mental meetings in Wheeling or Prospect 


New warning sirens in use by spring? 


by JOHN MAES 


A new Civil Defense outdoor warning 


siren system may be operational in Buf- 
falo Grove by next spring, village offi- 
cials say. 


The system combines the use of three 


sirens, placed strategically in various 
village locations and would be designed 
primarily to alert residents to tornado 
warnings in the Buffalo Grove area. 


The matter Is currently In the hands of 


the village board and bid-letting proce- 
dures may be initiated next month, said 
Village Pros. Gary Armstrong. 


Ultimately, the project will cost 


$20,000, half of which is expected to come 
from matching federal funds. 


DUE TO THE village's current finan- 


cial problems however, Armstrong said 
the sirens will have to be bought and in- 
stalled one at a time. Previously appro- 
priated funds for the project were re- 
moved from this year's budget so other 
necessary expenses could be met. 


One siren will be obtained early next 


year, said Armstrong and the other two 
will be ordered in periods about six 
months apart when allotments in next 
year's budget can be made. 


A study submitted to the board by Civil 


Defense Director Paul Soucy shows the 
proposed system can, make emergency 
signals audible to between 95 and 98 per 
cent of Buffalo Grove residents. 


DATA COMPILED by the Federal Sign 


and Signal Corp., Blue Island, shows that 
sirens should be placed on the northern, 
southern and eastern edges of the village 
but specific sites for the installations 
have not been discussed. 


Fire Chief Wayne Winter said, how- 


ever, that normally all village residents 
would be able to hear the signal. 


One siren is currently located atop the 


old firehouse that now houses the park 
district administration center, 150 Raupp 
Blvd. Winter said that siren is small and 
covers only about a six-block radius of 
the village. "We've outgrown that," he 
said Tuesday. 


The old siren was once used to sum- 


mon volunteer firefighters when a fire 
broke out, but Winter said his men now 
carry radio units that alert them to calls 
and said the siren is no longer needed for 
that purpose. 


At a workshop session after Monday 


night's village board meeting, some 
trustee expressed concern that the sys- 
tem might become a noise nuisance to 
residents if the sirens were not used 
"sparingly." 


Armstrong wondered where the sirens 


would be located and whether they could 
be placed at a height above the 35-foot 
minimum required by the federal gov- 
ernment. 


"TRUSTEE THOMAS MAHONEY In- 


dicated residents might become angry if 
the sirens were activated too often such 
as every time severe rains are reported. 


Winter pointed out Tuesday, however, 


the sirens would be activated from the 
police department during severe weather 
only when a tornado warning message is 
received by teletype from the state po- 
lice. 


Tornado warnings are issued when tor- 


nadoes have actually been sighted and 
are different from tornado watches, or 


signals meaning residents should be on 
the alert for a possible tornado. 


Confusion was caused in several north- 


west suburban communities earlier this 
year when sirens were sounded during 
severe weather conditions even though 
no tornado had been sighted in some 
towns. 


Winter said however, when the Buffalo 


Grove sirens are installed, they will be 
activated, "only when a tornado has 
been sighted and is in the area." 


If you blow them too many times," he 


said, "people get blase about it." 


Heights. "Of course, we have to ask 
people to cover things In their own 
town," she said. Persons interested in 
the observer program are asked to call 
394-5210. 


Ideally, Mrs. Yauch said the league 


should have observers at all park dis- 
trict, school district and township meet- 
ings, a well as the board meetings of 
Harper College. 


THE OBSERVERS arc given guide- 


lines set out by the National League of 
Women Voters to help them in their 
watchdog capclty. If any Irregularities 
are found at the meetings, the observers 
must report back to the league's board to 
sec what action should be taken. 


"The league's motto is to promote po- 


litical responsibility through informed 
and active participation of citizens in 
government," Mrs. Yauch said. "News- 
papers are fine, but nothing beats being 
there." 


In some cases, the observer often at- 


tends meetings that arc not even covered 
by the newspapers. Mrs. Yauch said that 
during her year of observing the Mount 
Prospect Library Board she was usually 
the only non-board member at the meet- 
ings.

House unit OKs funds for watershed plan 
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Application for $2.5 million in federal 


funds for the Salt Creek Watershed com- 
bined flood-control and recreation project 
was approved Tuesday by a U.S. House 
of Representatives sub subcommittee. 


The measure, which already has 


passed the Senate, now will be brought 
before the House Public Works Com- 
mittee and, If approved, will then go be- 
fore the full house. House passage will 
then bring the application to the Office of 
Management and Budget for author- 
ization. 


The estimated $33 million dam and im- 


provement project is proposed for the 
Busse Woods retention basin area of the 


Ned Brown Forest Preserve in Elk 
Grove Township. 


Six structures are to be built in the 


watershed Including a retention basin in 
Busse Woods, a retention basin near Har- 
per College In Palatine, and three "pit- 
type" excavations with pump discharges 
in Palatine. 


THE TOTAL PROJECT will include a 


589-acre basin in the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve that was part of phase one of 
the work and is near completion. Several 
dams on Salt Creek including the main 
dam below its junction of the north and 
west branches which will create a 470- 
acre recreational lake in Busse Woods 


and a ski hill and picnic areas also are 
planned. 


The completed project will have a 


. flood-water storage capacity of 311 mil- 


lion gallons, large enough to store rain 
water from a 100-year storm, whicb.is a 
storm so severe it is expected to occur 
only once in 100 years. 


State funds also are being used in the 


project with more than $4 million al- 
ready spent on construction work for 
dams and excavation for basins. 


Recreational facilities of the watershed 


project are not expected to be ready for 
public use until late summer or early fall 
of 1976. Total construction time for the 
project is estimated at nine years.

state and federal money, is open 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m.

and just casual conversation mark 
the program. The cost depends on 
what you can afford to pay, and 
there are health services available. 


Officials stress that these are not 


b a b y-sitting programs, but a 
chance for the elderly to partici- 
pate in programs designed to bring 
out their capabilities, as well as 
keeping them in society, rather 
than permitting them to lapse into 
the pallid world of too many hours 
alone blankly watching daytime* 
TV. 


To date development of such pro- 


grams has been primarily urban. 
The Northwest suburbs, although 
providing many senior citizen ac- 
tivities, do not provide any full- 
scale programs. Such adult day- 
care centers were urged by the 
1971 White House Conference on 
Aging, which emphasized alterna- 
tives to institutional care for older 
persons. 


Two Northwest suburban private 


nursing homes have offered pro- 
grams to aid a small number of 
persons. However, private and 
public agencies in our area should 
consider the possible development 
of a wider scale program to serve 
the large number of elderly in the 
suburbs who are not yet ready for 
full-time institutional care but who 


would benefit from such a day-care 
program. 


Our elderly — our parents, really 


— don't benefit from the kind of 
attention which we pour out on our 
children. Yet they are the bulwark 
of American society, and they must 
not be allowed to be discarded at 
age 65 as used-up and worthless.

Tho challenge is being pushed by one 


of President Ford's long-time friends, 
U.S. Rep. John Ashbrook, R-Ohio, In 
connection with a House Internal Secur- 
ity Committee Investigation Involving 
State Department Counsel Helmut Son- 
ncnfcldt. 


President Ford will be asked to set 


aside one of President Nixon's last in- 
vocations of "executive privilege," a re- 
buke to the House Committee's demands 
for testimony and documents from an 
FBI investigation of Sonncnfcldt. 


Tho Nixon letter was written on July 


31, at the request of Secretory of State 
Kissinger, 
to bar 
congressional 
In- 


vestigators 
from 
State Department 


records and testimony that may prove 
that Sonncnfcldt is a liar. 


Tho House Internal Security Com- 


mittee, chaired by U.S. Rep. Richard 
Ichord. D-Mo., has already heard several 
witnesses in closed sessions, including 
Stephen Koczak, director of research for 
1 


the American Federation of Government 
Employees (AFGE), and Otto F. Otcpka, 
a former chief security cvaluator at the 
State Department. 


Tho Nixon administration avoided pro- 


duction of records on Sonnenfoldt when 
the Watergate scandals were the center 
of the nation's attention. 


Tho baala nrlnclolcs of executive 


branch accountability to the Congress 
arc as much a part of the Sonncnfcldt 
controvcry as they were In the Water- 
gate affair, according to Rep. Ashbrook. 


Ashhrook believes that If Sonncnfcldt is 


telling the truth about the resolution of a 
security investigation in the early 1060's 
In his favor, that "Secretary of State Kis- 
singer should be eager to get all of the 
records out on the table to prove it."

Ashbrook said it is not the contention 


of any witnesses that Sonnenfeldt has 
been involved in any recent security vio- 
lation in his most recent role as Kissin- 
ger's Soviet-American specialist on the 
National Security Council (NSC), where 
he has had a leading role In the SALT 
talks and the Soviet grain sales. 


But a number of the witnesses say Son- 


nenfeld lied to the FBI and the Senate 
Finance Committee when he was up for 
confirmation as President Nixon's under- 
secretary of the Treasury for East-We'st 
trade programs. 


The nomination was stalled through 


1973, and was finally withdrawn by Nixon 
after Kissinger was named Secretary of 
State, replacing William P. Rogers. 


Sonnenfeldt's nomination was then sub- 


mitted to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to be counselor at the State 
Department. Chairman J. William Ful- 
bright, D-Ark., on Kissinger's urging, 
pushed the hearings quickly through his 
committee without bothering to hear the 
witnesses who had appeared against Son- 
nenfeldt before the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. 


Chairman Fulbright didn't even put 


Sonnenfeldt under oath when questioning 
him about his background, in prepara- 
tion for 'confirming him in one of the 
most important foreign relations roles at 
State. The Committee didn't even bother 
to seek the records that the House Inter- 
nal Security Committee is now demand- 
ing which they had been informed would 
show that Sonnenfeldt had perjured him- 
self. 


Since last December, the State Depart- 


ment has been playing an elusive game 
of cat and mouse with the House Internal 
Security Committee's subpoenas. State 
agreed to cooperate, and then wanted to 
negotiate for summaries of the records 
in much the same manner that Nixon de- 
layed the House Judiciary Committee on 
the White House tapes. 


Chairman Ichord and Representative 


Ashbrook have rejected offers of sum- 
maries of the records sought from G. 
Marvin Gentile, deputy assistant secre- 
tary of State for security, and have de- 
manded production of the "complete and 
unexpurgated security files" of Son- 
nenfeldt and another high Kissinger aide. 


When Secretary of State Kissinger re- 


fused to produce the records, the House 
Committee Insisted that if he was going 
to claim executive privilege he should 
obtain the authority directly from Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


Ford's big test with his old friend, Rep. 


Ashbrook, will be on whether he over- 
rides the Nixon letter to suppress evi- 
dence or honors the subpoena for records 
dealing with Sonnenfeldt's credibility.

The 198 candles on America's birthday 


cako nave barely cooled and Bicenten- 
nial commissions throughout the North- 
west suburbs already arc getting ready 
for America's 200th. 


An old-fashioned picnic with old-fash- 


ioned prices, spelling bees, ice cream so- 
cials and even a mock Revolutionary 
War battle may be in store for residents 
when it comes time to celebrate in 1075 
and 1976. And while skeptics say the av- 
erage citizen Just doesn't care about the 
anniversary, chairman of the local com- 
missions arc certain the excitement of 
the celebration will catch on. 


"I think this is going to be the best 


damn holiday we ever had," said Kurt 
Tel chert, chairman of the Mount Pros- 
pect Bicentennial Commission. "I really 
believe it. Even with Watergate and ev- 
erything else going on, once people start 
Retting Involved In the Bicentennial 
they'll start feeling the old patriotism 
and there will be a lot of flag-waving." 


THE NORTHWEST suburbs arc among 


villages, cities and counties throughout 
Illinois that arc making plans for the 
U.S. Bicentennial, said Patrick Murray, 
regional coordinator of the Illinois Bicen- 
tennial Commission. He said that more 
than 230,000 residents have volunteered 
(heir time to work on the festivities. 


"People are responding extremely 


well," ho said, adding that aside from 
rcd-white-and-blue license plates in 1976 
the state is leaving the celebration up to 
local communities. 


In Illinois, the official celebration will 


run from July 5, 1975 through Dec. 3, 
1976. In the Northwest suburbs, some 
committees will commemorate the anni- 
versary only during 1970; others will 
start celebrating In 1975. Most of the sub- 
urbs will depend heavily on locally 
raised or government appropriated funds' 
for the celebration, although some state 
money will be available. Murray said 
$400,000 would be doled out in a matching 
grant program.

American Revolution Bicentennial Ad- 
ministration in Washington, D.C. This 
means each town has developed projects 
In three areas: heritage, festival and 
horizons. Heritage and festival programs 
commemorate the past; horizon projects 
arc those that will benefit the future. 


In Schaumburg, plans coll for a special 


Bicentennial Septcmberfest in 1976, res- 
toration of a one-room school house at 
Rosclle and Schaumburg roads and de- 
velopment of the Spring Valley Nature 
Restoration area, several hundred acres 
on the east side of the village. 


The Arlington Heights commission will „ 


develop a park around proposed Lake 
Arlington and help the Arlington Heights 
Park District with Its proposed Prairie 
Form, a replica of a typical 1890s farm, 
Other possible projects, Walton said, In- 
clude essay contests, spelling bee, craft 
shows, ice cream socials and working 
with both the Arlington Heights library 
and historical society on special proj- 
ects. 


A major Bicentennial project in Des 


Plaincs is preservation of a 30-acre tract 
of land believed to be one of the few vir- 
gin prairies left in the state. However, 
the Chicago and North Western Trans- 
portation Co., which owns the land, is not 
willing to sell it and the project is in 
limbo, Wolf said.

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Study aims to find out 
Sewage plants a health hazard? 


Docs living near a sewage-treatment 


plant mean your family will get more 
colds — or docs It threaten you with even 
more serious disease? 


That's a question scientists will be 


studying -in a project underway In the 
area of the Salt Creek Water Reclama- 
tion Plant in Schaumburg Township this 
week. 


The study, funded by the U.S. Environ- 


mental Protection Agency and conducted 
by Southwest Research Institute, a pri- 
vate, non-profit organization, begins with 
door-to-door surveys of 1,000 homes with- 
in two miles of the plant site. 


TUB STUDY IS aimed at finding out 


whether the biologic organisms and trace 
metals that arc given off by the aeration 
process at the plant have any effect on 
health. 


There have in the past been only limit- 


.cd studies of the possibility of airborne 
disease from sewage-treatment works, 
and this study Is aimed at expanding sci- 
entific knowledge on the subject, said 
Dirk Dahlmnn, research planner for 
Southwest Research Institute of San An- 
tonio, Tex. 


Dalilman said the EPA funds numer- 


ous sewage-treatment plant construction 
projects across the country each year 
and wonts more specific scientific stud- 
ies about the actual effects of the plants. 


Dalilman cautioned that there is no 


reason to believe that health problems 
will increase once the Salt Creek Plant 
begins operations in April. 


The study begins now so that the 


health of the people who live near the 
plant can be compared to their health at 
intervals of six months and a year after 
the plant opens. 


Scientists also will take air, water and 


soil samples within the area to check for 
organisms and trace metals, Dahlman 
said. 


THE SALT CREEK Plant, which will 


provide treatment of water to 99 per cent 
purity was chosen for the study both be- 
cause of its plans to begin operations 
soon and because it is In a populous 
area, Dahlman said. 


In addition to the current survey of 


residents, a similar study of 1,000 house- 
holds also Is planned, Dahlman said. 


Interviewers 
will seek 
information 


about the ages of residents who live in 
the households and ask questions about 
frequency of colds, headaches, rashes, 
sore throats or other respiratory diseases 
during the last two months. 


In addition, he said, certain families 


who fit the statistical requirements of 
age and home location .will be asked to 
participate in a paid part of the survey. 


THE 250 PAID participants will be 


asked to bring urine, feces, blood and 
hair samples to a meeting location in the 
area and to have a throat culture taken, 
Dahlman said. They will be paid $12.50 
for the samples and will receive a $25 
bonus for participating in all four sampl- 
ings throughout the 18-month period. 
Dahlman sold a family of four could 
earn up to $300 by participating in the 
paid survey. 


Dahlman said that while the over-all 


results of the survey will have to be re- 
leased by the federal EPA, the research 
institute has agreed to report any serious 
diseases it finds in participants as a re- 
sult of the sampling program to a volun- 
teer's doctor, if the volunteer requests it.

Consumer still has problems when he (she) disputes charges

Mary F. of Arlington Heights was 


vacationing In Spain with her trusty 
" y o u-don't-nccd-nnything-elso" credit 
card — American Express. She found out 
(hat as the saying goes, with a friend like 
(hat In her pocket, she didn't need any 
enemies. 


It all started when she rented a car In 


Madrid from an agency of Kcmwcll In- 
ternational of Now York. She charged 
the car rental to her American Express . 
account. 


From the outset, Miss F. said, the car 


displayed numerous deficiencies, such as 
doors that wouldn't open and an engine 
that stalled on upgrades and at stop 
signs. 


Twelve days later, as Miss F. was 


driving (ho car in the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, the brakes failed. She re- 
called her spine-tingling experience: 


"THE CAR WENT around and down 


curves between 40-60 KM (kilometers) 
for at least 3 to 4 KM. After a* most ag- 
onizing period, the car 'was finally 
brought to a stop In Bcznar. I was fortu- 
nate to be alive ..." 


According to Mary F.'s account of her 


ordeal, she experienced little cooperation 
or concern from the several local offices 
of the car rental agency, was obliged to 
lose 20 hours of time getting the car re- 
paired — and ended up paying $39.00 out 
of her pocket for the repairs, telephone 
calls and a night's lodging. 


When she turned the car in three days 


later at Torresmollnes, Spain, the rental 
agent there, ignoring her tale of woe, in- 
sisted that she was required to return the 
car with a full tank of gas. She said she 
was unaware of any such requirement, 
and he then told her to sign what he said 
was a statement to that effect. 


"BUT UNWITTINGLY," Miss F. later 


discovered, "my signature appeared in 
the space where the lessee accepts and 
agrees to the charges. My signature was 
not affixed with that intention ... as I 
did not then, or now, accept or agree to 
the charges." 


"Since this cor was rented out In such 


a poor mechanical condition (which) 
could have resulted in a serious accident 
or loss of my life, I feel no obligation 
toward the remaining rental charges. In 
fact, I am looking for a reimbursement 
from the agency." 


Upon rereading the contract, she also 


discovered It contained no requirement 
regarding the gas tank, and she theorizes 
the agent "used that line so that I would 
sign the (rental) form." 


WHEN SHE returned to the United 


States, Miss F. Immediately informed 
American Express of her experience, 
urging that they take up the matter with 
their client before paying any charges — 
and also requesting reimbursement for 
her out-of-pocket expenses. 


She also pointed out that she had not 


authorized any charges against her 
American Express credit card, since the 
Madrid office had not made out any 
charge form for her signature at the 
time of rental. 


But American Express sent her a bill 


anyway, along with a rental charge form 
processed In Torresmollnes — not Ma- 
drid — and not bearing her signature. 


She also received a letter from her 


American Express customer representa- 
tive assuring her that "we understand 
how you feel; however, American Ex- 
press acts as a billing agent only. Dis- 
putes such as yours between card mem- 
bers and establishments must be handled 
directly." 


IN ENSUING MONTHS, more bills, fi- 


nal notices and delinquency credit re- 
ports were issued, while correspondence 
between Mary F. and various American 
Express officials flew back and forth. 


But the upshot was, and still is, that 


Miss F. must pay up, and if she has any 
dispute with the rental agency, she must 
settle it with them. In the meantime, of 
course, American Express had already 
paid off its client, the rental agency, 
leaving the latter with little incentive to 
make any adjustments with Miss F. 
. Ironically, the rental agency's contract 
states that the agency "has taken all 
necessary precautions to prevent me- 
chanical failure," and "In case of me- 
chanical breakdown ... repair costs will 


be refunded against receipted bills, 
should repairs be made by workshops 
other than" the agency's. Mary F. has 
been unable to obtain even this legally 
sanctioned -reimbursement either from 
the agency or through American Ex- 
, press. 


IT IS PERHAPS also ironic that the 


only reimbursement Miss F. has re- 
ceived — $10.83 for telephone calls, lodg- 
ing and gas occasioned by the brake fail- 
ure — was secured from Kemwell in 
New York by a single letter from Miss 
F.'s Rolling Meadows travel agency. 
Miss F. concludes that American Ex- 
press has not even tried to help her — 
although they insist they have sent some 
cables on her behalf. She points out that 
American Express would surely carry at 
least as much weight as a small, subur- 
ban travel agency. 


American Express did not respond to a 


written inquiry from The Herald on this 
case. 


The problem of the non-responsibility 


of third parties in credit transactions is 
certainly not limited to American Ex- 
press, but this incident is a typical illus- 
tration of consumers' plight. 


THE FEDERAL TRADE Commission 


has proposed a remedy to this situation, 
but the agency has dawdled nearly four 
years over the issue and still failed to 
take any action on it. 


The proposal — on which hearings 


were held in Chicago last year — would 
prohibit credit card issuers from waiving 
the rights and remedies of card holders. 
It is officially entitled "Preservation of 
Consumers' Claims and Defenses." 


As American Express reminded Mary 


F., the present terms, to which any cred- 
it card holder automatically agrees when 
he signs the card, release tne'card issuer 
from any responsibility in disputes over 
goods and services purchased with the 
card. The terms forbid the card holder 
from pressing any claims against the 
card Issuer, as Miss F. has tried to do. 


CREDIT CARD issuers and others in 


the financial community have fought the 
FTC proposal vigorously because it will 
make their bill collection a much mess- 
ier and more uncertain affair. 


Credit card issuers warn that making 


them accountable for the'goods and ser- 
vices of their clients will result in higher 
costs and tighter credit for consumers. 


The Federal Trade Commission report- 


edly is reviewing a staff report on the 
issue this month, and then must make a 
decision either approving a final rule or 
forgetting the whole thing. Even if they 
approve the rule, it would not become 
effective for six months — or next 
March, at the earliest. 


In the meantime, consumers have ab- 


solutely no recourse — except, as one 
FTC official hedged, "the card issuers 
sometimes do try to settle a complaint, 
but it's a PR effort on their part."

The strange 
thing was that we were all told the 
price would have been the same had 
wo traveled together or In two or 
thrco separate cabs! 


And, two more questions: Is a ho- 


lographic will legal in the State of 
Illinois? When is a business required 
to pay Its employes time and one-half 
for work performed on Sundays? 
Thank you very much for any help 
you can give me.

married women If they are of legal 
age and fulfill all the obligations that 
a lease requires. The law does not, 
however, apply where the owner oc- 
cupies the dwelling and it has four 
units or less, or where single family 
houses are owned by private individ- 
uals. 


You might be interested to know 


that an Evanston woman recently 
filed a sex discrimination suit 
against an Evanston mortgage com- 
pany charging them with refusing to 
rent her a home because she Is a 
woman. She further charges that the 
refusal Is in violation of the new Illi- 
nois Constitution, wants $100,000 in 
damages and an injunction against 
sex discrimination. What and how 
much she wins will be determined by 
the court and should set a precedent. 


• Joint tenancy is a popular way 


of holding property where two or 
more persons wish to acquire an in- 
terest at the same time from the 
same person. If one of the parties 
dies, the survivor takes title and be- 
comes sole owner, under the law of 
right of survivorship. The property is 
not subject to probate; title passes 
immediately and is not tied up dur- 
ing settlement of the estate. 


However, there are disadvantages. 


The property cannot be willed while 
both parties are living and since the 
entire property is owned simulta- 
neously by both, either one has con- 
trol over It at any time. For in- 
stance, a joint bank account with 
right of survivorship usually permits 
either person to withdraw the entire 
contents without the consent of the 
o t h e r . (There are other dis- 
advantages, but these, I think, are 
the main ones.) 


• Tenancy in common is a form of 


owning property where two or more 
persons acquire property but not nec- 
essarily at the same time nor from 
the same persons. The ownership 
does not have to .be equal. For in- 
stance, the husband may have an in- 
dividual one-third interest and the 
wife two-thirds. Each person may 
sell his or her interest in the proper- 
ty without regard for the other's in- 
terest. Each has a right to bring a 
suit to divide the property. Some dis- 
advantages: there is no right of sur- 
vivorship and each may will his or 
her share to whomever they choose. 


(You see, nothing's perfect. Still, 


an experienced estate planner can 
weigh advantages and disadvantages 
that best suit an individual's proper- 
ty needs.) 


• I inquired at a local cab com- 


pany and was told that "$3.25 is 
more than a reasonable fare for 10 
miles." Cab companies are fran- 
chlscd by cities and maximum rates 
established. With regard to the three 
cabs, the person in charge said that's 
"a matter of choic»," but it will still 
be more experisirc lyecnua-* once a 
cab Is hired, additional riders are not 
charged as much as the person who 
hired it (you must have .split the 
costs five ways. Right?). 
• No, a holographic will is not le- 


gal in Illinois. In other states (and 
you'd be surprised at the seemingly 
endless varieties of laws on that one 
subject), a holographic (written In a 
person's own hand) is legal. In some 
states a holographic will may take 
the form of a letter, notation or a 
note. The entire will, however, must 
be written by hand, including not 
only the contents and signature but 
even the date as well. Some states

Barriers coming down

There arc brave new signs that one set 


of old barriers against women is coming 
down. 


Women, once considered a poor credit 


risk. Increasingly are regarded as credit- 
worthy by the business and financial 
world. Discrimination because of sex or 
marital status is becoming a no-no. 


One Indication comes from the Notion- 


al Association of Realtors on single worn- 
en and home buying. The association 
said a random study of Realtor boards 
showed that single women in many parts 
of the nation are purchasing homes, con- 
dominiums and Investment property In 
Increasing numbers. And this Is an area 
where loon credit usually is a must. 


Statistics from the U.S. Department of 


Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
support the survey results and also show 
that single women lost year purchased 
more existing homes with Federal Hous- 
ing Administration (FHA) insurance 
ihnn single men. 


HUD REPORTED that In 1970, five 


and one-half per cent of existing home 
mortgages went to single males, four and 
one-half per cent to single females. Last 
year, single males had seven and three- 
tenths per cent of the market, the women 


seven and seven-tenths per cent. 


From the Realtor survey, there were 


these findings. In Chicago, 20 per cent of 
the 'units in one of the city's con- 
dominium developments are owned by 
single women. In Newark, sales to single 
women ranged from tract'houses to 
modular homes. 
'Atlanta Realtors reported soles to 
teachers, nurses and an editor of a local 
newspaper. One woman, a recording art- 
ist, purchased a $90,000 home. 


Breakthroughs also were reported in 


smaller communities where it previously 
was a rarity for single women to pur- 
chase a home.

RECENTLY EUGENE H. Adams, 


chairman of the-governing council, the 
American Bankers Association (ABA), 
discussed the ramifications of credit for 
women. 


Adorns, speaking before the Indiana 


Bankers Association,- cited women's in- 
creased role in the labor force. Several 
states already have'passed laws prohibit- 
ing credit discrimination, he said. 


Adams said that some past decisions 


on credit worthiness were based on out- 


dated ideas and "we bankers are work- 
ing to assure that future decisions actual- 
ly reflect today's realities." 


He then listed some of the common 


complaints'Concerning the extension or 
denial of credit to women. They includ- 
ed: 


• Some women say that different stan- 


dards are used to measure their credit 
worthiness than those used for men. The 
women would like to be judged on their 
ability to pay back a loan on the five C's 
— character, capacity, collateral, capital 
and conditions. 


• Discounting a wife's income when is- 


suing credit out of fear that a woman, 
especially,one who becomes pregnant, 
might leave the job market. Adams said 
the statistics do not back up this reason- 
ing. 


• A woman who marries and perhaps 


changes her accounts to her husband's 
name, only to find her credit gone if the 
husband dies or the pair are divorced. 
"A woman who marries should not be- 
come a non-person as far as credit rating 
is concerned," Adams said. 


Adams concluded, "We must not be so 


cautious that we fail to meet the needs of 
today because we are so engrossed in the 
assumptions of yesterday."

Generally speaking, anyone work- 


Ing where the law applies Is entitled 
to time and a half if she or he works 
more than 40 hours a week, and ac- 
cording to a new law which took ef- 
fect July 1, 1974, the employer must 
post notice in advance if the employe 
Is expected.to work on a particular 
Sunday and also specify which day of 
the week that employe has off.

Dear Dorothy: How do you fix -lobster 


tails? — Mrs. Mary Herring 


Boil them with water to cover (or a 


little more than that) and add a few 
pickling spices, caraway seeds and salt 
to taste. Depending on the size of the 
tails, boil them for five to seven minutes. 


Clip the skin from both sides with 


kitchen shears, slip fingers underneath 
and pull the meat away, cutting off the 
skin if it sticks to the meat. At this 
stage, arrange the tails on a form made 
from, aluminum foil to keep them up- 
right. A chunk of margarine goes on 
each tail and then a brief broiling, bas- 
ting once or twice. If the seasoning in the 


water is just right, the tails ought to be 
delicious.

NEW YORK - NBC's Barbara Wal- 


ters has become a Middle East courier. 


Miss Walters, co-host of the "Today" 


show, currently is on a temporary as- 
signment in the Middle East, where she 
has completed a series of interviews with 
Egyptian President Sadat and Israeli 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin. The chats will 
be aired on "Today" beginning Tuesday. 
. Although'the talks were informative, 
Miss Walters had the feeling she had be- 
come a diplomatic "messenger." 


"I felt I was bringing information from 


one country to another," said Miss Wal- 
ters in a telephone interview from Tel 
Aviv. "In no other area does this situ- 
ation exist. You feel for the first time as 
a journalist, and only by accident, that 
you are courier." 


MISS WALTERS' feeling is not surpris- 


ing. Neither Israel nor her Arab neigh- 
bors communicate with each other 
directly, especially since last year's 
Mideast war. They hold their discussions 
through Intermediaries, notably Sec. of 
State Henry A. Kissinger. 


During Miss Walters' Interview with 


Sadat, she learned the Egyptian would 
use every diplomatic effort to find a solu- 
tion to the Middle East crisis. Sadat also 
said he would renew the UN mandate 
that quieted Arab and Israel guns. But 
the Egyptian said he was adamant about 
Israel returning all the Arab lands cap- 
tured in the 1967 Mideast war. 


"Rabin never heard many of these 


things before," said Miss Walters. "It's 
too bad there isn't another kind of com- 
munication between the two." 


FOLLOWING that interview, Miss Wai- 


tcrs toured the Jewish section of Cairo

We're headed for another year of stiff 


price increases. Worse yet, there Is a 50 
per cent chance of a severe recession 
waiting in the wings. 


Walter Fackler, professor of business 


and economics and director of manage- 
ment programs at the University of Chi- 
cago, compared the inflation problem to 
'drug addiction at a Tuesday' brief- 
ing. The withdrawal symptoms are going 
to be severe, Indeed," he said. 


Increased unemployment, a downturn 


in output and other problems will pop up 
as soon as the Administration tries to 
cutback on federal spending, he com- 
mented. 


An 8 per cent rate of inflation and zero- 


to-3 per cent real economic growth can 
be expected In the coming year, the pro- 
fessor continued. He dismissed President 
Ford's economic summ^ conference as 
just talk. "President Ford can do any- 
thing, because his advisers have covered 
all possibilities," he said. 


THE MOST CRITICAL immediate 


problem for the economy is Federal Re- 
serve !Board policy in the next few 
months, Fackler said. A severe recession 
will result in 1975 from continued tight- 
money policies, he added. 


Fackler said a recession in 1975 could 


bring another round of boosts in govern- 
ment expenditures, which in turn would 
lead to accelerated rate of inflation. He 
said that it "might be better to take it 


now than a much bigger one (recession) 
sometime on the future." The alternative 
to curtailment of inflation is "fears for 
the future of capitalism as we have 
known it," the professor said. 


Fackler described himself as an "in- 


veterate optimist, and not of the dooms- 
day school." He added, "On the other 
hand, I can't see the economy taking off 
like a big bird next year." 


He advised business executives to keep 


ahead of inflation in their pricing pol- 
icies. "My best guess is that over the 
next decade we're going to have to live 
with an endemic inflation," Fackler said. 


Fackler addressed nearly 500 at the 


session, sponsored by the Bank of Elk 
Grove.

I know buck problem* arc the subject of great controversy 


unit hale to mlmlt lo luting one. but It's there and 1 don't 
know how to handle It. 


It dales hack to throe yean ngo when I was changing a 


tire. Something innppcil, nnd I couldn't ttunil up. I panicked, 
and the pain was aomcthlng that delict description. Someone 
helped me back home where I whimpered and shuddered, 
trying lo figure out what happened. After a few days It got 
belter, and I more or Icti Ignored It. There have been several 
episodes since, triggered by dumb things like bending over to 
tie my shoe lacei. 


It seems like every time I have another "attack" the get- 


ting better prncen takct lom;cr. I'm never without pain, and 
every day li a "let's sec-linw-lt's-KolnR-to-bc-toilay" situation. 
My normal routine has been greatly curtailed. 


I went In an orthopedic surgeon (highly recommended). He 


reached around and lilt the sore spot. When I yelled he 
chuckled and snld It's n degenerative disk with low bock 
sprain (he had already looked at the X-ray). He gave me a 
cortisone Injection and sent HIP In his physical therapist who 
went through exi-rclnes. I'te done them, more or less, regu- 
larly, and the condition Is definitely worse. An hour on my 
fret Is about all I can take. Two and a half sends me home to 
Imoie. which Is the only thing that relieves the pain. If this 
was your back what Mould >ou do with the dnrn thing? 


You have lols of company among my readers, I'm sure. 
The first and most important thing to do about n bad back 


Is to find out the cause. Some arc muscular spasms and can 
be relieved with good exercise programs. Some of these arc 
enuscd by underlying problems putting an unusual strain on 
!ho muscles along the spine. One example Is the short leg 
rirohlem. If you have a short leg, it tills the pelvis, this 
qauses tho splno to shift like a crooked stack of dominoes.

Even the shoulders change position and finally the head sits 
to one side or the other. Although the immediate muscular 
spasm can be relieved by Injections and various techniques, it 
will return unless the underlying problem Is corrected. 


You can'have the same problem with sitting if one side of 


your pelvis is smaller than the other. Bad beds and bad 
chairs, usually the too-soft variety, can also put a strain on 
weak back muscles. 


WHEN A DISC Is the problem you can sometimes get re- 


sults with conservative management, and your doctor has 
taken this approach. Since you state it has not worked you 
need to see the orthopedic surgeon again. He needs to know 
this. It might be important in deciding if you need an oper- 
ation. If it were my back I would go back to the orthopedic 
surgeon and let him know that I still needed help. 


There is a lesson in this for all people. If your doctor starts 


you on a program and you don't get results, don't go doctor 
shopping Immediately. He may have needed this information 
to decide what is the best treatment for you. Go back and 
give him a chance to use this information to help you.

: BONN (UPI) — Beware of lighting 
tjiat first cigaret, young man, for a 
West German survey shows there is a 70 
per cent chance that thereupon you will 
loop puffing away for another 40 years. 
; And In that lime, according to a Gcr- 
man Insurance Institute, you will have 
s'pcnt enough on cigarcts to have fi- 
nanced two round-the-world trips for 
yourself and your wife. 


But If you do not start smoking by the 


time you arc 20 years old, chances are 
you never will take up the habit. 


So says Prof. Ralncr Toclle of the Psy- 


chiatric and Nerve Clinic of Muenstcr 
University, in a new book, "Clguicl 
Smoking." 


TOELLE Interviewed 1,000 smokers, 


drawn from the ranks of craftsmen, In- 
dustrial workers, civil servants and other 
offico workers, university students and 
alcoholics. 


Most Important among factors that 


cause a young man or woman to start 
smoking, Toclle sold, were parents who 
already smoke, friends who smoke, and 
wishing to appear adult. 


Seventy per cent of those who do start 


smoking, at any age. will puff anay for 
about 40 years. They steadily Increase 
consumption until they arc about 45 
years old, when use delincs slightly, 
Toollo reported.

AND WHY do smokers continue to 


smoke? 


Toelle said the smokers he interviwed 


usually gave several reasons. Most com- 
mon were that it was a habit, that it 
provided pleasure, or that it helped over- 
come nervousness or boredom. 


The German professor's studies con- 


firmed those made in other countries, in- 
cluding the United Steles, that show a 
higher percentage of smokers among the 
lower than among the higher social 
classes. Alcoholics smoke more than tee- 
totalers.

Crop-killing frost blasts 
Midwest as autumn arrives 


by United Press International 


A crop-killing frost whitened the Mid- 


west countryside on the first day of au- 
tumn, prematurely ending the growing 
season 
and breaking cold 
weather 


records. 


The sudden cold caught many persons 


by surprise. Returned military deserters 
shivered in unheatcd buildings at a pro- 
cessing center In Indiana. 


Freezing temperatures nipped a broad 


belt of the midlands from Iowa and Min- 
nesota to Ohio as fall arrived at 4:59 
a.m. CDT Monday. 


Record low temperatures for the date 


were recorded from southeastern Min- 
nesota to Pennsylvania, and south to 
Georgia. 


IT WAS A BLOW to farmers who suf- 


fered through heavy rains in early sum- 
mer and a midsummer drought that put 
then* crops behind schedule. 


The extent of the damage remained to 


be assessed in much of the nation's rich 
foodbasket, where growers had hoped for 
a late growing season to give crops time 
to mature. 


But a state agricultural statistician in 


Wisconsin said "our crops have been 
struck a severe blow," with field and 
sweet com and soybeans especially hard 
hit. 


In central Illinois, the National Weath- 


er Service said the 1974 growing season 
lasted only 151 days, compared with an 
average of 189. Frost extended deep into 
Southern Illinois but an agricultural ex- 
periment station at Dixon Springs said 
corn and soybeans there were expected 
to escape serious harm. 


In Indiana, a heavy coating of frost 


ended the tomato growing season and 
caused undetermined damage to late- 
planted corn and soybeans. Crop experts 
said there was considerable damage be- 
cause temperatures dipped as low as 27 
degrees — 5 degrees below the freezing 
mark — and remained below freezing for 
as long as three hours.

Jigs keep getting striking results 


by VIC WAT1A 


Ono of the most versatile — If not the 


most versatile — artificial fish catching 
luro on the market today Is the jig. 


That might bo a mouthful for any fish- 


crmnn to swallow, but review the facts. 


Travel north Into walleye country and 


you'll find the jig. Trout fishermen, espe- 
cially those fond of fishing through the 
Ice, turn to jigs. 


Any southern boss fishermen worthy of 


LEAD-HIADED jigs like the Beth 
Hair Builir are probably the most 


.versatile artificial baits In the bust- 
.ness. 


stalking Mr. Bucketmouth uses a jig. 
Salt water anglers use jigs. And what 
could be better for panflsh or northern 
pike under the right conditions — the jig. 


If further proof is needed, turn to 


t a c k l e manufacturers. P.S. Fishing 
Tackle Inc. of Owensboro, Ky., which 
probably produces one of the smallest 
jigs on the market for bass fishing, of- 
fers jigs with grub bodies in 45 colors to 
choose from. 


When Ray Penrod, the company's 


market manager, bragged to rne their 
tiny jigs were capable of catching big 
bass I didn't believe him. 
. 


However, when a four-pound buck- 


ctmouth Inhaled the bait I tried — which 
was barely larger than an aspirin — I 
had to eat my words. 


P.S. It by no means the only maker of 


jigs. They are made by more companies 
than P.S. has lure colors, for good rea- 
son. 


Just as P.S. Is one of the many lure 


makers concentrating on the bass fish- 
ermen, others specify their lures are best 
for walleye, trout, northern pike, panfish 
or salt water fish. Often, the lures work 
for all species. 


Jigs come in a variety of styles, from 


bodies of hair and feathers to bodies of 
plastic. Some have weed guards or spin- 
ners. Others extra strong hooks to deal 
with big fish. But most are designed with 
lead heads. 


There's little doubt in my mind that If 


a fisherman concentrated on learning 
how to work a jig properly, and used it 
consistently, he would catch fish. 


The jig, available In a variety of 


weights, basically was designed as a bot- 
tom fishing bait. The lead_head allows 
the lure to sink rapidly to" the bottom. 
The fisherman then retrieves It across 
the bottom In short hops. 


However, the jig also can be fished at 


other depths effectively. 


Obviously, fish are not always found on 


the bottom of the lake. 


Oxygen levels, temperatures, structure 


and feeding habits all play a part in 
where fish will be found. The dedicated 
jig fisherman, then, doesn't just spend 
his time working deep holes along the 
bottom for fish. 


For instance, during a summer fishing 


trip to Bull Shoals, Mo., a 1/8 ounce jig

with a smokey grub twist-tail body was 
the most effective for me on small mouth 
bass, retrieved at a depth of about eight 
feet. 


One technique I use for judging the re* 


trleving depth of my jig, is to drop the 
jig into the water and count how long it 
takes to reach bottom. 


For Instance, if I was fishing in 10 feet 


of water, and I discovered an 1/8 ounce 
jig reached bottom by the count of 10, I 
would figure the bait was sinking at 
about one foot a second. 


If I wanted to work the jig back to the 


boat at eight feet, I would simply count 
to eight after the bait hit the water, then 
start my retrieve. 
, 


Jigs also can be effective when worked 


in an erratic manner. Jigs which have 
small spinners, often can be effective 
when literally "ripped" through the wa- 
ter at high speeds. 


The way the fisherman ties the knot to 


the eye of the jig, also will affect its ac- 
tion. A knot with a loose loop will allow a 
more erratic action In the bait. 


When the knot is pulled tight, and 


pushed to the rear of the eye, the jig will 
work with its tail higher off the bottom 
and the jig head nosing the bottom. 


Thorough experimentation is required 


by the fisherman to understand how to 
make the lure respond under changing 
conditions. Once that knowledge is ac- 
quired, the jig cannot be overworked.

Changes in AKC regulations 


Effective Jan. 1, 1975, the American

from each of the 50 states Satur- 
day, is a well-deserved salute 
aimed at the nation's sportsmen. 


For the third consecutive year, 


the country will recognize the in- 
valuable contributions that hunt- 
ers and fishermen have made to 
conservation 
during 
National 


Hunting and Fishing Day. 


The governors of all 50 states 


have signed a proclamation de- 
claring the observance with our 
own Gov. Daniel Walker stating, 
"So devoted are America's hun- 
ters and fishers to the con- 
servation of our land and water 
that they asked, years ago, that 
the sports be licensed and the 
money collected used to support 
state conservation agencies. In 
the last 50 years, they have pro- 
vided $2.5 billion for conservation 
programs. 


"They asked that the hunting 


and fishing seasons be regulated 
and for bag limits to protect the 
basic breeding populations of 
game and fish. As a result, there 
are now more deer, elk, antelope 
and wild turkey in the United 
States than there were 50 yean 
ago. 


"The programs of these sports- 


men-conservationists have bene- 
fited numerous species of non- 
game fish and wildlife through 
habitat development. 


"Their farsightedness also led 


them to suggest that their fishing 
and hunting equipment be taxed 
and the money used for land ac- 
quisition, research and habitat 
management for fish and wildlife 
for the enjoyment of all. Through 
their many publications and pro- 
grams they have led the nation 
in the battle for a better environ- 
ment" 


National Fishing and Hunting 


Day, in its initial observance hi 
1972, drew the involvement of 
four million people but the inter- 


est has grown to the point that 
last year's 3,000 programs at- 
tracted 14 million people. This 
year's agenda is expected to top 
20 million participants. 


Hunting and fishing license 


sales in Illinois provided the 
state's fish and game department 
with more than $3.5 million for 
conservation In 1973. 


The 1,322,784 licensed hunters 


and fishermen in Illinois In 1973 
entitled the state to $1,496,452 in 
Federal Wildlife Restoration 
Funds. Sportsmen pay excise 
taxes on their fishing tackle, 
sporting arms and ammunition 
for this very purpose.

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Lang makes lunker bass a 6Chain' reaction

It's hard to Imagine professional sport 


without Its superstars ... the Namaths, 
Aarons, Jobbars and Nicklauscs. 


Outdoor sports arc no exception. 
Obviously much less publicized than 


their spectator sport counterparts, there 
arc fishing and hunting tournaments that 
offer big money and separate the casters 
from the castoffs. 


Bob Lang has long known the pressure 


of tournament fishing and the unique 
competitive atmosphere created when 
you and your opponent wet lines three 
feet apart from the same boat. 


The owner of Bob Lang'* Fishing Cen- 


ter on Lake Marie In the Chain of Lakes, 
the JZorcnr-old bass expert unquestion- 
ably qualities as a genuine superstar. 


The shelves of his enclosed porch are 


bowed by the weight of trophies marking 
his Incredible success — much of which 
has come from his backyard on the 
Chain. 


And he wouldn't trade his fishing para- 


dise, just 40 miles northwest of The Her- 
ald area, for all the weeds In Plstakce 
Bay. 


"A lot of people have given up fishing 


In the Chain," Lang admitted. "They 
come out on a Saturday or Sunday and 
get bothered by all the pleasure boaters 
and draw the conclusion that fishing Is 
Impossible." 


Ho did conceded that the quality of

fishing in the Chain's southern lakes 
(Bluff, Petite, Fox and Grass) has suf- 
fered at the. expense of speedboats who 
churn up the life-sustaining weedbeds. 


But on a more encouraging note, he 


still Insists there is steady production on 
Marie, Catherine and Channel Lakes. 


"We have regular customers who come 


out during the week and always take 
homo their 60 bluegills or striped bass," 
Lang said. 


Panflsh angling con provide solid ac- 


tion, but it just doesn't compete with cas- 
ting for largcmouth boss. 


Lang assured me Bigmouths are 


plentiful in the Chain, but he didn't com- 
pletely convince me until we began work- 
ing the channels north of Marie. 


Watching this bass master in action 


was satisfying enough, but the results 
were even more impressive. 


"Presentation of a lure is perhaps the 


most Important part of boss fishing," 
Long said as he carefully threaded his 


hook through a seven-Inch plastic purple 
worm. 


"Bass can be fussy feeders and unless 


you Intimidate them into hitting, you 
could be retrieving right past them with- 
out ever turning one." 


With that, Lang pitched the slinky mor- 


sel into a dam of fallen branches and 
tree trunks and began delicately twitch- 
Ing the tip of his rod to produce tan- 
talizing action from his lure. 


"A lot of fishermen are too concerned 


about getting hung up on branches or 
rocks," Lang said after three uneven- 
tual casts into the web of wood. "But 
that's where the bass are." 


Of course, you can get a little braver 


when you have an electric motor maneu- 
vering your bass boat into tight spots. 
But only years of experience allows you 
to survive casts into five-Inch openings 
between logs, an underhanded toss 'be- 
neath a' low-hanging branch or to trickle 
the bait off a partially-exposed rock. 


Lang can do more things with a worm 


than a hungry robin'wlth a hearing aid. 
His persistence quickly paid off. A fourth 
try to nearly the same spot produced an 
explosion of boiling water. 


"There's one," he jerked as he began 


carefully threading the uncooperative 
jumper through the timber. "I don't use 
a net, If that's what you're looking for," 
he sensed as I frantically searched the 
bottom of the boat while retrieving my 
Raider spinnerbait. 


Without emotion, Lang deliberately 


and professionally exhausted the lunker 
and accepted the bass' surrender with a 
clean grip on the largemouth's lip at the 
edge of the boat. 


The healthy-looklng specimen visually 


disproved the theory that the Chain of 
Lakes is polluted and unfishable. 


"The weedbed growth this year has 


been the best in a long time," Lang said, 
"and It's produced some nice fish. As the 
boaters continue to die off this time of 
year, you'll see the fishing Improve week 
after week." 


Lang Is predicting a banner weekend 


of angling when he hosts the Illinois 
State Singles Bass Championship Satur- 
day and Sunday, Oct. 5-6. 


The tournament is open to anybody for 


a 25 cent entry fee. Anglers will be 
paired at a compulsory meeting Friday, 
Oct. 4 at 8 p.m. at his resort located two 
miles west of Rte.

Launch program 
for deer damage 


A new program to curb deer damage 


to agricultural crops Is being Instituted 
by the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation in an effort to better manage 
the white-tailed deer population In the 
state. 


When deer damage Is reported, an on- 


site survey will be made by a member of 
the Forest Game Section of the Division 
of Wildlife Resources to determine extent 
of the damage. 


When damage is found to be excessive 


to crops, orchards or other plantings a 
permit will be issued by the Department 
allowing for removal of deer by fire- 
arms. 


"The landowner or tenant will be re- 


sponsible for removal of deer," said 
Tony Dean, director of the Department 
of Conservation. "This will, however, be 
under supervision of Department em- 
ployes." 


The director pointed out that deer car- 


casses will be turned over to the Depart- 
ment immediately after the deer have 
been killed. The complainant may keep 
one deer as partial reparation for dam- 
age. Others will be given to public 
agencies or charitable organizations, or 
disposed of by burial or other practical 
and sanitary means. 


"The deer damage problem has been 


intensified In some areas; however, this 
is not necessarily over-population of the 
herd," Director Dean stated. "This is 
due mainly to localized build-up, from 
refuges and farmers not allowing hunt- 
ing. 


"Illinois farmers have already suffered 


flood and drought damages, and deer 
damage Is not going to be welcome as a 
contributor to what may already be the 
highest-priced agricultural crops in his- 
tory."

NEW YORK-The Cleveland Indian* 


arc about to make baseball history. 


They were the first American League 


club to sign a black player, Larry Doby, 
and they're about to become the first 
major league club to name a black man- 
ager, Frank Robinson. 


At least that's the Impression I get 


talking with them, and when I tell Phil 
Scghl, the Indians' general manager, 
about my Impression, all he keeps saying 
about it Is "no comment." 


Seghi lays he has no Intention of doing 


anything about n manager for next year 
until "the end of the season." 


That's eight days away, but I have tills 


strong hunch that If Ken Aspromonte, the 
Indians' manager of the moment, de- 
cides to walk into Seghi's office and ask 
him where ho stands for next season, 
he'll bo told he doesn't stand so well at 
all and that a managerial change Is 
about to bo made. I've got another hunch 
Aspromonte won't fall over In shock. 


Nobody even bothered consulting him 


before Frank Robinson was obtained 
from the California Angels on waivers 10 
days ago. 


To continue, though, Ted Bonda, execu- 


tive vlco president of the Indians, is re- 
garded by his baseball colleagues as one 
of most liberal Individuals in the gome. 
He has worked extensively with minority 
groups In the state of Ohio, obviously en- 
joys doing so and when I asked him 
about how he, personally, felt regarding 
a Mack manager his reply was both swift 
and straightforward. 


"I would more than welcome one," he 


laid. 


Rut he did add: 
"If and when we do make a change, 


Phil Seghi will be the man to decide who 
the new manager will be." 


Okay, Nothing at all wrong with the 


executive vice president supporting his 
general manager. There should be more 
people in baseball like Ted Bonda. 


At the time the Indians got Robinson 


from the Angels, Phil Scghl told me ho 
did not speak with him about the possi- 
bility of his managing the ball club. Rob- 
iason confirmed that. When the 39-year- 
old two-time MVP winner was here for a 
scries with the Yankees last weekend 
and was asked why he had agreed to go 
with the Indians, and not with cither the 
Orioles or Yankees who also had claimed 
him earlier, ho said Cleveland was the 
only one of tho three to offer him a con- 
tract for next year. 


Robinson's present contract calls for 


$173,000 a year. 


He is no longer a $173,000 ballplayer, 


and even he knows that. 


What the Indians can do, and what I 


suspect they will do shortly, Is release 
him as a player, so they can get off that 
1173.000 salary of his. and name him 
manager at a more modest figure, say 
something like 130,000. I hellev Robin- 
son will take It. particularly for the dls- 
tlnctlon of becoming baseball's first 
black manager.

confidence in," ho said, admitting he 
liked both men. 


What about Robinson? 
"I think he's among a number of 


people I'\c got confidence In," Seghl 
hedged. 


How did he rfccl about hiring a black 


manager? 


"In evaluating managers, there is one 


tiling I would not do," said the Indians' 
G.M. "I would not be concerned with the 
color of his skin. My only concern would 
be having a man capable of leading the 
Indians to the top. I don't think the abili- 
ty to manage Is the monopoly of any 
creed, color or religion." 


Well said! 
And in so saying,! get the unmistak- 


able feeling that pretty soon now Phil 
Seghi Is going to* make an historic an- 


nouncement — not only on behalf of the 
Cleveland Indians and baseball, but on 
behalf of society as well.

FBI cracks $100,000 industrial espionage scheme 


JVew? York man arrested in attempt to sell stolen corporate documents to Elk Grove Village iirm 


by STEVE BROWN 


An Industrial espionage scheme to sell 


stolon corporate documents valued at 
more than $100,000 to a Northwest subur- 
ban firm has been broken up by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents. 


FBI agents said the attempted plan 


was ended when a New York man was 
arrested Monday night at O'Hare Inter- 
national Tower Hotel. 


The scheme was thwarted when offi- 


cials of Advance Systems Inc., 1601 
Tonne Blvd., Elk Grove Village, tipped 
FBI agents that Louis Thomas Ricclardi 
was trying to sell secret product devel- 
opment plans stolen from a Schiller Park 
company. 


Rlcciardi, 31, was charged with inter- 


state transportation of stolen property. 
He was still being held by federal author- 


ities Tuesday night. His bond has been 
set at $15,000. 


CORPORATE OFFICIALS from both 


Advance Systems and Deltak, 9950 W. 
Lawrence Ave., Schiller Park, were hesi- 
tant to comment on the case which be- 
gan to develop early Monday when Ric- 
clardi stepped off an airplane from New 
York. 


A former salesman with Deltak, Ric- 


clardi called Advance Systems, one of 
the nation's largest manufacturers of 
video-tape recording devices. He offered 
'to sell the company lists of prospective 
clients and highly confidential reports on 
the development of new products. 


Deltak also is Involved hi the produc- 


tion of vido-tape equipment. 


"He was apparently into it only for the 


money," one government investigator 
said. 


A spokesman for Advance Systems 


said his company contacted Deltak Im- 
mediately after Ricclardi made his first 
call to its offices. 


THE FBI WAS CALLED into the case 


and began tracing Ricciardi's move- 
ments during the day. 


Advance Systems officials worked with 


FBI agents to arrange a meeting with

Groundbreaking slated for late November 
State gives OK to plans 
for area satellite hospital

Franklin Boulevard Community Hospi- 


tal's plans for a satellite facility to serve 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area have 
received final approval, state officials 
said Tuesday. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health ap- 


proved the engineering and architectural 
plans for the $11.3 million branch. Ear- 
lier In the year, preliminary plans for the 
project were approved by the agency. 


Michael Goldaslch, on architect for the 


state, said the plans were "approved 
with comments." Along with the approv- 
al, he said, the state made a number of 
suggestions for Improving the facility. 


Groundbreaking is expected by late 


November. 


The comments made by the state arc 


usually just recommendations, Goldnsich 
said, and whether they arc followed is up 
to the discretion of the builder. He said 
all the recommendations concerned "mi- 
nor points." 


APPROVAL OF THE branch comes 


just days before a new state law goes 
into effect requiring hospital backers to 
rcsubmlt their plans and demonstrate a 
need for any new health-care facilities.

5 yrs. probation

Two Wheeling teen-agers Tuesday 


were sentenced to five years probation 
and three years In a work-release.pro- 
gram after pleading guilty to charges 
they flrcbombcd Wheeling High School 
June 8. 


Erwln J. Kopccky, IB, of 912 Wilshire 


Dr., and James Serowka, 18, of 287 E. 
Norman Ln., also were ordered to pay an 
undetermined sum of money to High 
School Dlst. 214 for damages to the 
school's library. Estimates of damage 
range from $330,000 to $500,000. Circuit 
Court Judge Harold W. Sullivan presided 
over the cose. 


Under the terms of the plea-bargaining 


agreement between assistant state's at- 
torneys and defense lawyers, Kopccky 
and Serowka will continue with their nor- 
mal dally routines for the next two 
year*, but will have to surrender them- 
selves nightly at the House of Correc- 
tions In Chicago. 


THE YOUTHS ARE free on $10,000 


bond to take core of personal business 
before their sentence takes effect. They 
are scheduled to begin serving their sen- 
tences Oct. 3 when they will be taken 
from their next Skokic court appearance 
for their first night In jail. 


Sullivan said he will work out the final 


details of the sentence which will allow 
Kopccky to continue to attend Wheeling 
High School, where he Is a senior, and 
Serowka, a 1073 graduate of Wheeling 
High School, to work full-time. 


The courtroom was quiet, and the de- 


fendants and their parents solemn, as the 
evidence against the two youths was pre- 
sented. The youths were charged with 
throwing bricks and Molotov cocktails 
through the library windows, touching 
off the fire. Witnesses at a party across 
the street from the school Identified Ko- 
pccky and Serowka as the persons re- 
sponsible. 


After the evidence was given, Sullivan 


turned to the two teen-agers and asked 
them Individually, "Is that (the evi- 
dence) substantially correct?" Both teen- 
agers replied, "Yes." 


Sullivan made sure (ho tccn-agcrs un- 


derstood the ramifications of pleading 
guilty to arson, a felony which carries a 
maximum one to 20 yean sentence and 
$10,000 fine. "You did one rather Irration- 
al act here," Sullivan said. "If you do 
something similar In the future I would 
then revoke the probation."

SULLIVAN CONCURRED with the 


bargain agreement because he said he 
wanted the two teen-agers to resume a 
relatively normal life despite the blemish 
on their record. "It's important to my 
way of thinking that Mr. Kopecky finish 
school and Mr. Serowka continue work- 
ing," ho said. 


About the fine, Sullivan said, "I do 


think it should be more than a token 
amount, but something reasonable for 
them to pay." He said Serowka would be 
required to pay about $50 a month from 
his salary and reserved the amount of 
fine Kopccky should pay because he is 
still going to school.

said, "the court has done justice," when 
asked whether the decision was too strict 
or too lenient.

Course options Include classes on the 


Civil War, the wars from the Spanish- 
American War through Vietnam, the his- 
tory of Illinois and social protest. The 
only requirement for the eighth grade 
history students Is a nine-week course on 
the Constitution and American Revolu- 
tion. 


The history electives program is the 


brain-child of Hugh Brady, a social stud- 
ies, teacher at Cooper, and the result of 
work by the teachers in the department. 


"It's Impossible to get through 400 


years of U. S. history," said Lou Kegel, 
social studies teacher. "We never got to 
modern time — never got to the inter- 
esting stuff." 


STUDENTS HAVE American history 


In grades 5,8 and 11. Brady sald'because 
students cover the full span of American 
history in at least two other grades, 
teachers at Cooper deecided to offer them 
an opportunity to specialize in their 
areas of interest. 


Getting into interesting details about 


American history is the core of the pro- 
gram, said Brady. Each student selects 


three areas of concentration besides the 
Constitution. 


"Teachers sat down and chose the 


areas for courses," he said. "This lets 
teachers teach areas of strength. When a 
teacher is teaching something he's not 
strong in, he gets tied to the textbook." 


THE TRADITIONAL approach often 


locked teachers into using the textbook, 
he said. The new approach encourages 
and requires teachers and students to 
use other materials and a variety of re- 
sources. 


Reuben Conrad, coordinator of social 


sciences for High School Dist. 214, said 
the education trend in history is to teach 
by subject areas rather than following 
the sequence of historical events. 


"The problem with the sequence is stu- 


dents get the same thing over and over 
again," Conrad said. "It's just a repeti- 
tion and the topic Is so extensive that no 
one is going to cover it all in depth." 


He said teachers are using topic areas 


such as the wars or social protest to 
have students learn the facts. Studies 
show that after about four years students 
forget 95 per cent of the facts taught 
them through the traditional sequential 
method, he added. With the new method 
of teaching, students might remember 
more of the'facts because they can tie 
them in with a topic of interct and relate 
the sequence of events better. 


TEN DIFFERENT courses are being 


offered at Cooper this year. The students 
received information about the program 
the first day of school and selected which 


courses they wanted to take during the 
year. Most students received their top 
choices, said Brady, although one tradi- 
tional class was scheduled because some 
students couldn't fit the new program 
into their schedule. 


The courses follow a format similar to 


a college curriculum where students 
have in-depth study in their areas of in- 
terest. And most of the youngsters 
seemed to enjoy it after the first two 
weeks. 


"There's nice variety in the program," 


said Karen Stein. "Last year I don't 
think I learned anything." 


"Yeah-it holds your interest," agreed 


Cathy Davis. 


"This way you're studying what you 


want to and what you learn is more use- 
ful," said Karen.

STACKS OK BOOKS have been coming 


In daily since August; about 6,000 have 
been processed and arc ready for circu- 
lation. More than 22,000 books were de- 
stroyed by the fire and many cannot be 
replaced because they arc no longer in 
print, said Margery Petty, librarian. 


Replacements for books that cannot bo 


duplicated aro being sought at this time. 
But the shelves aro being stocked and 
will be ready as soon as the library is 
completed. 


The refurbished library will havo an 


Improved lighting system and new color 
scheme of off-white walls, blue twccd 
carpeting and gold fixtures. 


Tho remodeled facilities will hove the 


same type of wooden furniture as tho old 
library. "We tried to stay with wood- 
en stacks and tables," said Mrs. Petty. 
"It mokes a pleasant, warm room." 


Although the stylo of furniture in the 


old library no longer Is made, the district 
put in a special order for the same stylo 
from tho furniture manufacturer. 


A LARGE PORTION of the work be- 


hind the scenes to get the books ready 
was done by community volunteen."A 


lot of people cared and pitched in," said 
Mrs. Petty. "It's grimy work. The 
ladies gave a lot of their time without 
expecting any repayment. It made up for 
a lot of the shock we had." 


Volunteers worked to help clean about 


100,000 smoke-damaged cards in the card 
catalog. 


They also tried to save the periodicals

He said the ex- 
tent of the damage to the media equip- 
ment won't be known for sometime. 


WHEELING HAS BEEN operating 


with a make-shift library this fall. The 
English resource center was converted 
into a library room and is housing many 
of tho books that have been received and 
cataloged. 


The Wheeling Public Library also has 


cooperated by allowing students to use 
the facility during the day and by loan- 
ing sets of books that are needed for spe- 
cific class assignments, said Mrs. Petty. 


The other high schools in Dist. 214 


have also helped fill in the void left by 
the library fire by sharing their facilities 
and books with students at Wheeling. 


But soon tho ravaged room will be a 


nightmare of the past as students use the 
new facility and are the first to open the 
books that line the shelves.

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FBI cracks $100,000 industrial espionage scheme

New York man arrested in attempt to sell stolen corporate documents to Elk Grove Village firm

An Industrial espionage scheme to sell 


stolen corporate documents valued at 
more than $100,000 to a Northwest subur- 
ban firm has been broken up by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents. 


FBI agents said tho attempted plan 


was ended when a New York man was 
arrested Monday night at O'Harc Inter- 
national Tower Hotel. 


The scheme was thwarted when offi- 


cials of Advance Systems Inc., 1601 
Tonne Blvd., Elk Grove Village, tipped 
FBI agents that Louis Thomas RIcclardi 
was trying to sell secret product devel- 
opment plans stolen from a Schiller Park 
company. 


RIcclardi, 31, was charged with Inter- 


state transportation of stolen property. 
He was still being held by federal author- 


ities Tuesday night. His bond has been 
set at $15,000. 


CORPORATE OFFICIALS from both 


Advance Systems and Deltak, 9950 W. 
Lawrence Ave., Schiller Park, were hesi- 
tant to comment on the case which be- 
gan to develop early Monday when RIc- 
clardi stepped off an airplane from New 
York. 


A former salesman with Deltak, Ric- 


ciardi called Advance Systems, one of 
the nation's largest manufacturers of 
video-tape recording devices. He offered 
to sell the company lists of prospective 
clients and highly confidential reports on 
the development of new products. 


Deltak also is involved in the produc- 


tion of vido-tape equipment. 


"He was apparently into it only for the 


money," one government investigator 
said. 


A spokesman for Advance Systems 


said his company contacted Deltak im- 
mediately after Ricclardl made his first 
call to its offices. 


THE FBI WAS CALLED into the case 


and began tracing Ricciardl's move- 
ments during the day. 


Advance Systems officials worked with 


FBI agents to arrange a meeting with

1974-75 budget up 35% 


Tho Maine Township High School Dlst. 


207 Board of Education has approved a 
1074-73 budget totaling $32,975,930, a 33 
per cent increase over last year's budg- 
et. 


The board gave final approval to the 


budget at its regular meeting Monday 
night. Business Mgr. Harold Markworth 
said that white tho budget is higher than 
last year's, tho school district is still "on 
the austerity program." 


Educational spending in the budget 


toals $18,810,800, a 11.8 per cent increase 
from $16,793,750 last year. Markworth 
said most of the Increase was for salary 
raises for teachers and'other staff. The 
educational fund is used for professional 
salaries, program improvements, ser- 
vices, equipment and supplies. 


A total of $3,147,593 is proposed for the 


operations, building and maintenance 
fund, a 21.0 per cent increase from last 
year. Tho building fund covers costs of 
maintaining, improving or repairing 
school buildings and property. Also in- 
cluded are salaries of custodial and 
maintenance personnel. 


The new budget allots $3,177,055 for 


bonds and Interests, $170,000 for trans- 
portation, $330,000 for the municipal re- 
tirement fund and $968,000 for fire pre- 
vention and safety. 


Last year's expenditure were $3,104,990 


for bonds and interests, $138,700 for 
transportation, $440,000 for municipal re- 
tirement and $515,000 for firo prevention 
and safety. 


The 
1974-75 budget also includes 


$695,500 for the Maine-Oakton-Niles Adult 
Continuing Education Program (MONA- 
CEP) and $710,553 for the Maine Town- 
ship Special Education program. 


Supt. Richard Short said the budget

The USO Lounge at O'Hare Airport has 


experienced some hard financial times 
within the past few months, but through 
the help of a desperation fund-raising ef- 
fort the soldier's shelter has manged to 
survive. 


Faced last June with the possibility of 


having to close because of lack of funds, 
the local USO put out a plea for dona- 
tions. Officials said $32,000 would be 
needed to keep the operation going. 


Although this amount was not collect- 


ed, the USO did receive about $14,000 in 
contributions 
from 
individuals 
and 


groups that has enabled the servicemen's 
club to carry on, said Dorothy Conley, 
O'Hare USO director. 


"Thanks to a lot of good press and the 


help of many organizations, we managed 
to raise half the amount we needed," 
Mrs. Conley said. "Groups that normally 
would have sent in donations at the end of 
the year rushed in their contributions 
ahead of time." 


AMONG THE LARGEK benefactors 


were the American Legion Auxiliary of 
Illinois, the Veteans of Foreign Wars, the 
Mount Prospect Junior Women's Club 
and many local community chests. 


With the help of these funds the O'Hare 


USO lounge will stay open at least 
through the end of this year, Mrs. Conley 
said. "The funds have assured that we 
can continue to operate at least through 
the Christmas and New Year's season. I 
don't know what kind of fund-raising 
campaign is being planned for the end of 
the year or if we'll be able .to operate 
beyond New Year's," Mrs. Conley said. 


The survival of the airport-based USO 


has been accompanied by some negative 
side effects as Mrs. Conley points out 
that certain cutbacks have had to be 
made. 


The O'Hare lounge had to reduce its 


hours by closing down on Saturday 
nights, which Mrs. Conley said is tradition 
ally the slowest night of the week at the 
lounge. The USO now is open six days a 
week from 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. and Satur- 
days from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


Rising prices also have forced budget 


cuts for items such as coffee and dough- 
nuts, a serviceman's staple at the USO 


Another major area affected by the 


declining funds is the Chicago local's 
contribution to the national USO. Mrs. 
Conley said Chicago used to raise enough 
money to make a substantial contribu- 
tion to the national to support the oper- 
ation of oversea's clubs. That contribu- 
tion has now dropped to very nominal fee 
if anything at all, Mrs. Conley said. 


DESPITE ITS FINANCIAL problems, 


Mrs. Conley 'seems optimistic about the 
future of the Chicago local based at 
O'Hare. "Donations are not coming in at 
the same tempo they were but this is a 
slow period. We have gotten a lot of sup- 
port from local groups and it's nice to 
know we have organizations that contin- 
ue to support us all year." 


She said there still is a need for the 


USO lounge. "We average about 5,000 
servicemen a month," Mrs. Conley said, 
although she acknowledge that this is a 
-drop from the "Vietnam years." 


The organization will continue to rely 


on charitable contributions for its exis- 
tence, Mrs. Conley said, because the 
USO is supported entirely by donations 
and receives no money from the federal 
government or the military. 


The director said she is grateful for the 


help given the Chicago local in its most 
recent hour of need. "The people came 
through when we needed a show of con- 
fidence."

Students say Oakton College newspaper censored 


A meeting of the Oakton Community 


College Board of Trustees nearly dis- 
solved into a shouting match Tuesday 
night as a group of students charged that 
trio student newspaper has been subtly 
censored. In addition, a member of the 
Oakton board protested statements at- 
tributed to the college president by the 
student paper. 


Robert Fein, former co-editor of the 


Dally Planet, the Oakton student news- 
paper, charged that he had been rejected 
as editor of the paper by the Student 
Publications Board because he had writ- 
ten articles critical of the college admin- 
istration. 


Fein told the board, "Direct censorship 


stands out like a sore thumb. But being 
aimed at the Planet is a more subversive, 
more threatening kind of Indirect censor- 
ship." 


FEIN CHARGED that the publications 


board "felt I was too closely linked with 
a former editor" who had also been criti- 
cal of the administration. Ho said that 
while working on the paper this summer, 
ho also hod written articles critical of 
the college. 


The Student Publications Board, which 


Is made up of faculty, administrators 
and students, names editors of the stu- 
dent publications. Fein sold the publica- 
tions board should have a majority of 
student members because the Daily 
Planet is financed totally by student 
foes. 


During his statement, Fein engaged In 


an angry exchange with Oakton Trustee 
LeRoy Wauck, who referred to much of 
Fein's statement as "a pious litany."

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FBI cracks $100,000 industrial espionage scheme 


New York man arrested in attempt to sell stolen corporate documents to Elk Grove Village firm

An Industrial espionage scheme to sell 


stolen corporate documents valued at 
more than $100,000 to a Northwest subur- 
ban firm has been broken up by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents. 


FBI agents said the attempted plan 


was ended when a New York man was 
arrested Monday night at O'Hare Inter- 
national Tower Hotel. 


The scheme was thwarted when offi- 


cials of Advance Systems Inc., 1601 
Tonne Blvd., Elk Grove Village, tipped 
FBI agents that Louis Thomas Rlcciardi 
was trying to sell secret product devel- 
opment plans stolen from a Schiller Park 
company. 


Rlcciardi, 31, was charged with inter- 


state transportation of stolen property. 
He was still being held by federal author- 


ities Tuesday night. His bond has been 
set at $15,000. 


CORPORATE OFFICIALS from both 


Advance Systems and Deltak, 9950 W. 
Lawrence Ave., Schiller Park, were hesi- 
tant to comment on the case which be- 
gan to develop early Monday when Rlc- 
ciardi stepped off an airplane from New 
York. 


A former salesman with Deltak, Ric- 


ciardi called Advance Systems, one of 


the nation's largest manufacturers of 
video-tape recording devices. He offered 
to sell the company lists of prospective 
clients and highly confidential reports on 
the development of new products. 


Deltak also is involved in the produc- 


tion of vldo-tape equipment. 


"He was apparently into it only for the 


money," one government investigator 
said. 


A spokesman for Advance Systems 


said his company contacted Deltak im- 
mediately after Rlcciardi made his first 
call to its offices. 


THE FBI WAS CALLED into the case 


and began tracing Ricciardi's move- 
ments during the day.

Barbara Harris, 29, and Susan 


Stocckur, 24, both with master's degrees 
and experience In social work, joined the 
department during the past two months 
as tho first two members of a soclol-scr-

THE TWO WOMEN provide Individual 


counseling, help with marital problems 
and family therapy for persons who are 
referred to them mainly by village po- 
lice. 


About 80 per cent of their referrals 


come from the youth division and most 
involve juveniles arrested for drug abuse 
or drug-related crimes, Miss Harris said. 


Between them, the two counselors sec 


about 40 persons a week on a scheduled 
appointment basis. Cases other than 
those involving drugs range from child 
abuse and neglect to runaways, alcohol- 
ism, shoplifting, family and neighbor- 
hood disputes, they said.

past merely enforcing the law. 


"We've found the people we've done 


counseling with very receptive," she 
said. "Maybe this will help to change the 
Image of police — it's not. 'We're going 
to arrest you and that's it.' " 


THE IDEA OF adding social workers 


to the Elk Grove Police Dept. grew out 
of an experiment at the Wheaton and 
Miles police departments in 1970, Miss 
Harris said. 


In a pilot program in the two commu- 


nities, the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission (ILEC) and the local gov- 
ernments provided funds for the police 
departments to hire two students from 
the Jane Addams Graduate School of So- 
cial Work at the University of Illinois, 
Chicago Circle campus. 


Saying she considered the Elk Grove 


Police Dept. "progressive," in adopting 
the social-service program, Miss Harris 
said she feels local police are sensitive to 
the needs of the community. 


"I think this is one reason why they 


wanted us to work especially with young 
people who come in contact with the po- 
lice," she said. "By having social work- 
ers do counseling with these kids, the 
hope is to divert them from the juvenile 
justice system." 


Miss Harris, who received her mas- 


ter's degree in social work from the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, previously worked at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind and 
the Schwab Rehabilitation Center, also in 
Chicago. 


Miss Stoecker comes to the Elk Grove 


Police Dept. from the youth services de- 
partment of County Sheriff Richrd El- 
rod's office. She obtained her master's 
degree in social work from Loyola Uni- 
versity.

litical responsibility through informed 
and active participation of citizens in 
government," Mrs. Yauch said. "News- 
papers are fine, but nothing beats being 
there."

tends meetings that are not even covered 
by the newspapers. Mrs. Yauch said that 
during her year of observing the Mount 
Prospect Library Board she was usually 
the only non-board member at the meet- 
ings.

Special panel to study 
needs of area high schools 


A special committee has been set 


up- by the High School Dist. 214 
Board of Education to assess the 
needs for additional facilities at dis- 
trict schools. 


The committee will be made up of 


40 residents, five from each of the 
eight high schools, who will be cho- 
sen by the district administration 
and voted on by the board at its 
meeting Oct. 14. 


The committee's first task will be 


to review a list of building needs sub- 
mitted to the board Monday night by 
the administration. 


B O A R D PRES. Jack Costello 


called the list, "one that was well 
thought out," and the committee's 
task, "a formidable one." 


No time limit was set for the spe- 


cial study. The list did not indicate 
how the improvements would be fi- 
nanced if the board decides to go 
ahead with them. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the 


point of .the panel's study will not be 
to make school facilities equal but 
rather "to bring facilities of schools 
up to the point that permits com- 
parable quality of education." He 
added if all the improvements on the 
list can be built, the district will be 
providing comparable education at 
all schools. 


Eighty major improvements and 


additions for the district were listed. 
The board asked for the list after a 
parents' group requested construc- 
tion of swimming pools at some Dist. 


214 schools to match facilities at oth- 
er schools in the district. 


STORAGE SPACE was sought by 


all eight schools, while five — Arling- 
ton, Buffalo Grove, John Horsey, 
Rolling Meadows and Wheeling high 
schools — all pointed out a need for 
additional land. Four schools — 
Wheeling, Hersey, Forest View and 
Elk Grove — requested additional fa- 
cilities for power mechanics. 


Swimming pools and either girls' 


gymnasiums or fieldhouses also were 
commonly cited "desirable 
facil- 


.ities" in some schools. Schools lack- 
ing pools are Elk Grove, Forest View 
Rolling Meadows, Hersey and Pros- 
pect. 


Additional requests include: 
• Arlington High School; Enlarge- 


ment and renovation of art depart- 
ment, relocaton of foreign language 
classrooms in academic area,' ex- 
pansion of library, modernization of 
the boys' gym stage, addition of sci- 
ence lab-classrooms, improvements 
of home economics area, provision of 
space for faculty dining area, en- 
largement of greenhouse, provision 
of photo lab for film study and art 
instruction, improved football field 
lights and addition of one or two lec- 
ture rooms. 


• Buffalo Grove: Installation of 


football field lights, visitors' bleach- 
ers and concession stand, addition of 
home economics laboratory and pro- 
vision for storage area for vehicles 
and equipment.

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FBI cracks $100,000 industrial espionage scheme 


Neiv York man arrested in attempt to sell stolen corporate documents to Elk Grove Village firm

An industrial espionage scheme to sell 


stolen corporate documents valued at 
more than $100,000 to a Northwest subur- 
ban firm has been broken up by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents. 


FBI agents said the attempted plan 


was ended when a New Vork man was 
arrested Monday night at O'Hare Inter- 
national Toner Hotel. 


The scheme was thwarted when offi- 


cials of Advance Systems Inc., 1601 
Tonne Blvd., Elk Grove Village, tipped 
FBI agents that Louis Thomas Rlcciordi 
was trying to sell secret product devel- 
opment plans stolen from a Schiller Park 
company. 


Rlcclnrdi, 31, was charged with inter- 


state transportation of stolen property. 
He was still being held by federal author- 


ities Tuesday night. His bond has been 
set at $15,000. 


CORPORATE OFFICIALS from both 


Advance Systems and Dcltak, 9950 W. 
Lawrence Ave., Schiller Park, were hesi- 
tant to comment on the case which be- 
gan to develop early Monday when Ric- 
ciardi stepped off an airplane from New 
York. 


A former salesman with Deltak, Rlc- 


ciardl called Advance Systems, one of 


the nation's largest manufacturers of 
video-tape recording devices. He offered 
to sell the company lists of prospective 
clients and highly confidential reports on 
the development of new products. 


Deltak also is involved in the produc- 


tion of vido-tape equipment. 


"He was apparently into it only for the 


money," one government investigator 
said. 


A spokesman for Advance Systems 


said his company contacted Deltak im- 
mediately after Rlcciardi made his first 
call to its offices. 


THE FBI WAS CALLED into the case 


and began tracing Ricdardi's move- 
ments during the day. 


Advance Systems officials worked with 


FBI agents to arrange a meeting with

vandalism. 


• Hiring a social worker to work with 


the police department handling juvenile 
offenders and their families. 


• Open schools at night — "Schools 


open and accessible won't be van- 
dalized," Jones said. 


Several residents told of vandalism in 


neighborhoods around Community Park. 
A representative of the Willow Wood sub- 
division said vandalism in that area "has 
gotten to the point where it has to stop."

House unit OKs funds 
for Salt Creek watershed 


Application for $2.5 million in federal 


funds for the Salt Creek Watershed com- 
bined flood-control and recreation project 
was approved Tuesday by a U.S. House 
of Representatives sub subcommittee. 


The measure, which already has 


passed tho Senate, now will be brought 
before the House Public Works Com- 
mittee and, If approved, will then go be- 
fore the full house. House passage will 
then bring tho application to the Office of 
Management and Budget for author- 
ization. 


The estimated $33 million dam and im- 


provement project Is proposed for the 
Biuse Woods retention basin area of the 
Ned Brown Forest Preserve In Elk 
Grovo Township. . 


Six structures arc to be built In the 


watershed Including a retention basin In 
Biuso Woods, aVetention basin near Har- 
per College In Palatine, and three "pit- 
type" excavations with pump discharges 
In Palatine. 


THE TOTAL PROJECT will include a 


589-acrc basin in the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve that was part of phase one of 
the work and is near completion. Several 
.dams on Salt Creek including the main 
dam below its junction of the north and 
west branches which will create a 470- 
acre recreational lake in Busse Woods 
and a ski hill and picnic areas also arc 
planned. 


The completed project will have a 


flood-water storage capacity of 311 mil- 
lion gallons, large enough to store rain 
water from a 100-year storm, which is a 
storm so severe it is expected to occur 
only once in 100 years. 


State funds also are being used In the 


project with more than $4 million al- 
ready spent on construction work for 
dams and excavation for basins. 


Recreational facilities of the watershed 


project are not expected to be ready for 
public use until late summer or early fall 
of 1976. Total construction time for the 
project Is estimated at nine years.

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Many groups oppose track housing plan

Village, school and park district offi- 


cials have voiced displeasure with the 
proposal to build 5,000 housing units — 
Including 33-story buildings — at Arling- 
ton Park Race Track. 


Plans presented by representatives of 


the Madison Square Garden Corp. and Its 
developing agents, the Richards Group of 
Illinois, call for more than 5,000 units of 
apartments and townhousos on the 190 
acres now used as a golf course for the 
Arlington Park Towers Hotel.

Village Prcs. Wendell E. Jones, of Pal-

ARLINGTON HEIGHTS trustees, sit- 


ting as part of a special review com- 
mittee of the project, voiced disapproval 
of the project as described Monday 


night. The four trustees singled out the 
high population and the lack of major 
commercial or retail operations as prob- 
lems they would like to see adjusted in 
the plans. 


The four trustees, 0. V. Anderson, 


Alice Harms, Russell Colvin and Frank 
Palmatler, were joined Tuesday by 
trustee David Griffin who said the pro- 
posal showed "far too much density."

Meyer suggested 
the gain from Vulcan Materials could 
amount to from 60 cents to $1 on every 
truckload of concrete leaving the ready- 
mix yard, except those intended for use 
in government construction projects, in- 
cluding highways. He said he has no idea 
what the annual sales tax figure from 
Vulcan will be. 


THE CITY CURRENTLY collects one 


penny out of every five collected in sales 
tax by commercial establishments within 
city limits. Efforts to change the state's 
sales tax distribution system to share 
such revenue with neighboring towns 
have so far been unsuccessful. 


Utility to curb pump noise 


The Fcrndale Heights Utility Co. has 


agreed to stop the excessive noise from a 
pumping station in the northern part of 
Palatine Township by Nov. 30. 


Attorneys and representatives from the 


utility company, which serves unincorpo- 
rated Palatine Township, proposed mea- 
sures to limit noise In response to a com- 
plaint filed jointly by the Illinois Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) and 
Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott. 


The EPA and Scott charged that the 


utility company, based in Mount Pros- 
pect, is not taking steps to correct ex- 
cessive noise from its pump station on 
Long Grove Road between Gardenia 
Lane and Holly Way. The complaint al- 
leged that noise has been generated by 
the large, gas-engine well since June, 
1971. 


Fcrnadalc Heights officials mot with 


representatives of Scott's office Tuesday 
in a hearing at the Slade Street Fire Sta- 
tion, Palatine. 


THE UTILITY COMPANY agreed to 


construct hoods with deflector plates on 
the inside over all windows and doors at 
the station, to insulate the walls of the 


station with one-inch thick embossed 
foam and to insulate the station muffler. 
The modifications, which must be com- 
pleted by Nov. 30, will cost the utility 
company an estimated $2,500. 


Steve Wcsis, an attorney representing 


the EPA, said, "The utility company's 
proposal seems to be reasonable and 
should take care of the noise that is com- 
ing from this engine. The only issue 
now is whether or not the company has 
violated any noise regulations, and if so, 
what the fine should be." 


The EPA will present the written stipu- 


lation to the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board today for consideration. The stipu- 
lation will include the utility company's 
written proposal, testimony of com- 
plaints from area residents and all mate- 
rial that had been compiled by EPA 'in- 
vestigators. 


The board is expected to decide on the 


acceptance of the utility company's pro- 
posal, and on whether the company will 
be fined for violating state noise viola- 
tions within two 'or three months, Weiss, 
said. The utility company will begin the 
nolso modifications on the station Imme- 
diately. 
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"The density is a lot more than we're 


used to. Usually we like to sec as low a 
density as possible," he said, adding that 
the village board must "go carefully" in 
consideration of the plan and a possible 
extension of the- 1969 preannexation 
agreement under which it was submitted 
because of "the long-range impact" of 
such a massive development. 


Some other trustees, and Village Pres. 


Ralph Clarbour, are withholding judg- 
ment on the project until next Monday 
when it will be brought before a special 
session of the village board. The other 
trustees arc J. Burton Thompson and 
Richard Duraya. 


THE MEETING MQNDAY will explore 


the possibility of extending the annexa- 
tion agreement another five years. Un- 
der the 1069 pact, Madison Square Gar- 
den may be exempt from any density 
limitations, particularly on the height of 
tho buildings. 


The extension, according to a memo 


prepared by the developer's attorney, 
Richard F. Babcock, would allow for 
"flexibility" in planning any devel- 
opment of the site. Babcock argued that 
an extension would allow the developer 
to modify plans as market conditions 
changed, perhaps to Include more com- 
mercial or industrial uses of the land, as 
suggested by village officials.

New York man arrested in attempt to sell stolen corporate documents to Elk Grove Village firm

An Industrial espionage scheme to sell 


stolen corporate documents valued at 
more than $100,000 to a Northwest subur- 
ban firm has been broken up by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents. 


FBI agents said the attempted plan 


was ended when a New York man was 
arrested Monday night at O'Hore Inter- 
national Tower Hotel. 


The scheme was thwarted when offi- 


cials of Advance Systems Inc., 1601 
Tonne Blvd., Elk Grove Village, tipped 
FBI agents that Louis Thomas Ricciardl 
was trying to sell secret product devel- 
opment plans stolen from a Schiller Park 
company. 


Ricclardi, 31, was charged with inter- 


state transportation of stolen property. 
He was still being held by federal author- 


ities Tuesday night. His bond has been 
set at $15,000. 


CORPORATE OFFICIALS from both 


Advance Systems and Deltak, 9950 W. 
Lawrence Ave., Schiller Park, were hesi- 
tant to comment on the case which be- 
gan to develop early Monday when Ric- 
ciardl stepped off an airplane from New 
York. 
.A former salesman with Deltak, Ric- 
clardi called Advance Systems, one of 


the nation's largest' manufacturers of 
video-tape recording devices. He offered 
to sell the company lists of prospective 
clients and highly confidential reports on 
the development of new products.

A former salesman with Dcltak, Ric-

Although the observer program is not 


new, the league has found it difficult to 
provide continuous coverage in all six of 
its towns. In Mount Prospect, for ex- 
ample, a league observer has just been 
assigned to the village board, which has 
been without an observer for the past 
three or four years. 


Janet Yauch, 515 N. Forest Ave., 


Mount Prospect, said she took the village 
board assignment so she could get "more 


in tune with Mount Prospect." Last year 
she observed the library board meetings 
in her town, but moved to the village 
board so that someone with less time 
could fill the less demanding library 
board observer post. 


THE PROBLEM with filling the ob- 


server posts, according to Mrs. Yauch, is 
that it is difficult to "get women out 
of the house at night." She said most 
members of the league either work or 
have small children making it difficult 
for them to get away in the evening. 


Currently, the league has observers for 


village board meetings in Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove. In addition, ob- 
servers are attending library board 
meetings hi Mount Prospect and Elk 
Grove Village. 


Beverly Tyrcha, head of the local ob- 


server program, said she still has not 


found observers for any of the govern- 
mental meetings in Wheeling or Prospect 
Heights. "Of course, we have to ask 
people to cover things in their own 
town," she said. Persons interested in 
the observer program are asked to call 
394-5210. 


Ideally, Mrs. Yauch said the league 


should have observers at all park dis- 
trict, school district and township meet- 
ings, a well as the board meetings of 
Harper College. 


THE OBSERVERS are given guide- 


lines set out by the National League of 
Women Voters to help them in their 
watchdog capclty. If any irregularities 


are found at the meetings, the observers 
must report back to the league's board to 
see what action should be taken. 


"The league's motto is to promote po- 


litical responsibility through informed 
and active participation of citizens in 
government," Mrs. Yauch said. "News- 
papers are fine, but nothing beats being 
there." 


In some cases, the observer often at- 


tends meetings that are not even covered 
by the newspapers. Mrs. Yauch said that 
during her year of observing the Mount 
Prospect Library Board she was usually 
the only non-board member at the meet- 
ings. •

Babcock said the developers would view 
such a rejection as a breech of contract 
and grounds for leaving the village. 


He said if a settlement could not be 


reached between the developers and the 
village on this question, it might have to 
bo taken to the courts for disposition. 


ACCORDING TO preliminary figures 


presented by the developers, the devel- 
opment would have almost 3,000 children 
under the age of 18. To help compensate 
for this influx of school children, the de- 
velopers proposed donation of a five-acre 
school site.
